Time running 
on Falklands issii 



LONDON, May 16 (R) — Britain's ‘war 
cabinet 1 met to discuss its next moves in the 
South 'Atlantic and Defense Secretary John 
Nott warned that the Falklands crisis could 
come to a head within days. 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher and 
" other senior ministers discussed the U.N. 

■ peace initia tive with U.N. Envoy Sir Anthony 
Parsons, urgently recalled two days ago after 
a week of negotiations with Secretary Gene- 
ral Javier Perez de Cuellar. 

Officials said Sir Anthony reported to the 
inner Cabinet on the progress of the talks. 
The meeting took place at Chequers, the 
prime minister’s official country residence, 

■ and the chief of defense staff. Sir Terence 
Lewiri, was among the present. 

Political sources said the meeting could 
help to shape the crucial decision on whether 
to order the British task force now encircling 
the islands to launch a full-scale invasion. 

Duong a lunchtime break in the meeting, 
Nott said there were still great difficulties in 
the way of a settlement “Time is not on the 
side of negotiations,” he said in a radio interv- 
iew. “I don’t think they can go on dragging on 
for very much longer. It will be necessary in 
my judgment within the course of the next 
week, for them to come to a head one way or 
another.” 

In another development French Prime 
Minister Pierre Mauroy bad private talks 
with Mrs. Thatcher and later urged restraint 
on Britain arid Argentina in the conflict over 
the Falkland Islands. 

.In the United Nations, Secretary General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar said Sunday he expec- 
ted next Tuesday and Wednesday to be deris- 
ive for his Falklands peace-making efforts 
after the expected return from London on 
Monday of British Ambassador Sir Anthony 
Parsons. 

; He was speaking to reporters after talking 
with seniorUnited NanonsofficiaJs who have 
been drawings plans for the possible U.N. 
involvement if agreement is reached between 
Britain and Argentina on the future of the 
disputed islands. . 


U.K. again attacks airstrip, 
Falklands’ military depots 


LONDON, May 16 (R) — Britain said. 
Sunday that its Harrier jump jets had struck . 
again at Port Stanley airfield in the Falkland 
Islands following a commando raid on an 
Argentine base in west Falkland Friday night. . 

The Defense Ministry said the Harriers 
from the naval task force blockading the isla- 
nds attacked Port Stanley airstrip and nearby, 
military installations ‘Sarurday and had retur- 
ned safely to the fleet. . . 

In Friday's 7 raid on Pebble Island, in the 
northern partof west Falkland, commandos 
destroyed 1 1 aircraft and an a mm unition 
dump, the ministry said. 

The Defense Ministry said the attack, 
which “took the Argentines by surprise” and 
did not endanger civilians, knocked out six 
Pucara anti^guerrilla planes;' ope Skyvan tra- 
nsport and four unidentified light planed In 
Buenos Aires, an official statement said three 
Argentine planes based on Pebble Island — r 
north of west Falkland Islands — had been - 


damaged by fire from an “enemy surface u- 
nit,” and that Argentine forces “responded.” 
The statement didnot mention a commando 
raid. " " . • 

The Defense Ministry statement said two 
British soldiers had sustained minor wounds 
iu the raid, and that all British forces returned 
safely to the task force. The statement said 
the landing was “a limited military action,” 
calling it “a raid and not an invasion.” 

The Argentine military governor of the 
Falklands said Saturday night sporadic Brit- 
ish attacks were intended to harass his troops 
and prevent them from repairing the main 
airstrip which had been ‘lightly damaged' by 
air strikes. 

In a televised interview the governor, Gen. 
Mario Benjamm Menendez. said it was poss- 
ible that some islanders were helping the Brit- 
ish fleet by signaling the position of Argent- 
ine military targets. But he added that the 
British task force also bad access to photogr- 
aphs taken by reconnaissance satellites. 


Bengal urged to reject Communists 


NEW DELHI, May 16 (AFP)— Just three 
days before the crucial elections in Marxist- 
ruled West Bengal state expected to decide 
the future of the Communist movement in ' 
India, Prime Minister Indira Gandhi" s Cong- 
ress (1) Party has issued its final battle cry — 
cautioning millions of voters to reject the 
Communists. 

- “The Marxists have spread terror politics 
to fulfil sectarian party .interests in your 
state ... You should negate the policy of viole- 
nce and reject them”, 65-year-old Mrs 
Gandhi told election meetings during two 
tours of- the. state last week. 

“It is in the interests of your state that a 
confrontation with the center is avoided, but 
the Marxists seem to be working for that’’, she 
said, as heavily-armedspecial police guarded 
her... • ' . ■ 
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However, analysts are not fully convinced 
by Mrs. Gandhi’s rhetoric. 

Indian newspapers for their part seemed to 
have accepted what they called the “fait acc- 
ompli” in West Bengal. “The Communists 
: are going to win, that is certain. What remains 
to be seen is how impressive it will be — the 
results will have a chain reaction in other 
adjoining states,” one newspaper said. 

Some 87,853 square kilometers in area. 
West Bengal is'one of three Indian stateswith 
Communists in power. It has a population of 
54 million, making it- the country’s fourth 
most populous state, with a literacy rate of 
44.88 percent against the national average of 
36.17 percent. 

The state is strategically important, boun- 
- ded by Sikkim and Bhutan in the fiorih, the 
rronble-ridden Indian state of Assam and 
Bangladesh in the east, the Bay of Bengal in 
the south and Nepal and the Endian state of 
ihar in the West. 



“ l should say that Tuesday and Wednesday 
will be decisive days I have heard from Amb- 
assador Parsons and he has told me of his 
contributions ro my efforts,” Perez de Cuel- 
lar said. He was unable to say wbat responses 
the British ambassador would have to bring 
back from London if the talks were to succ 
eed. 

Meanwhile, Argentina Sunday drafted its 
final reply to a United Nations peace initiat 
ive on the Falklands crisis as Argentine new 
spapers warned that a bloody battle over the 
islands might be imminent. 

The so-called 'Malvinas groups headed by 
Foreign Minister Nicanor Costa Mendez met 
to put the last touches to Argentina's reply to 
Perez de Cuellar, who has been trying to arr- 
ange a South Atlantic ceasefire. 

President Leopold o Galtieri said Saturday 
he expected “some kind of rapprochement” 
with Britain in the next few days, but warned 
that Argentina was ready to fight off any 
British invasion of the islands. 

The Dmty Chain said Sunday the stage 
seemed set for“the harshest and most drama- 
tic battles in defense of the archipelago.” It 
said: “The highest military and civilian offici- 
als have warned in the last few hours their 
impression that there can be no peaceful solu- 
tion in the South Atlantic without a prior 
bloodbath.” 

Reports said that the document being pre- 
pared by Costa Mendez and the “Malvinas 
group 1 ' would be presented to the ruling mili- 
tary junta later Sunday for approval. 

Argentine Deputy Foreign Minister Enri- 
yie Ros, who has been discussing the U.N. 
peace proposal with Perez de Cuellar, was 
expected to band Argentina’s reply to the 
U.N. Monday, the reports added. 

Details of Perez de Cuellar’s peace ideas 
have not been published but they are belie- 
ved to hinge on a ceasefire, the withdrawal of 
Argentine and British forces around the Falk- 
lands and the establishment of an interim 
U.N. administration while negotiations on 
the future of the islands are held.

NEW DELHI, May 16 (Agencies) — 
Abdul Rader Iziddin Hamoudi. special envoy 
of the Iraqi President Saddam Hussein, said 
Sunday his country was willing to withdraw 
from Iranian territory if Tehran agreed to a 
ceasefire. 

Hamoudi. Iraq's education minister, told 
the Ltaited News of India during a brief halt 
in New Delhi on his way to Katmandu. Nepal, 
from Pakistan that Baghdad also was ready to 
open negotiations on (he disputed Shall 
Al-Arab waterway if Iranian forces ceased 
fighting. 

Hamoudfs statement followed reports that 
Iranian forces earlier this month breached 
Iraqi defense lines in the oil-rich Khuzistan 
province ro reach the Iraqi border for the first 
time since the two states went to war in Sep- 


GCC begins new round 
over joint stand on war 


KUWAIT. May 16 (R) — Gulf Cooperat- 
ion Council states started a new round of 
consultations with other Arab countries Sun- 
day in an attempt to formulate a joint Arab 
position on the Iran-Iraq war. 

The decision to hold the consultations was 
announced after inconclusive talks here Satu- 
rday between foreign ministers of the six 
council members — Kuwait. Saudi Arabia. 
Qatar, Bahrain, Oman and the United Arab 
Emirates. 

The Emir of Kuwait Sheikh Jaber Al- 
Ahmad Al-Sabah. at whose initiative Satur- 
day's meeting was held, sent a special envoy 
to Baghdad Sunday with a message to Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein. 

"The K-..vai« meeting was the first Gulf fore- 
ign ministers’ gathering not to issue a comm- 
unique since the six states set up the council 
nearly a year ago to promote security and 
streamline economic cooperation. The minis-

Zaire opts for Jerusalem 


TEL AVIV, May 16 (Agencies) — An 
envoy from Zaire, here to inform Israel of his 
government’s decision to renew diplomatic 
ties with Israel, was quoted Sunday as saying 
he expected other African countries to follow 
Zaire's example. Zaire will set up the emba- 
ssy in occupied Jerusalem. 

Nimi Maidika. director of the bureau of 
Zaire President Mobutu Sese Seko, who arri- 
ved Saturday night met with Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir and Defense Minister Ariel 
Sharon, and delivered a verbal message from 
Mobutu to Prime Minister Menahem Begin. 

Mooriv quoted Maidika as saying Zaire 
“expects mutual cooperation in all fields: mil- 
itary, economic agricultural and we do not 
rule out other fields.” Zaire broke diplomatic 
ties with the Zionist state two days before the 
outbreak of the 1973 Mideast war. In all. 29 
African states severed diplomatic connecti- 
ons with Israel between March 1972 and 
November 1 973 in response to Arab request. 


Only South Africa and three black states — 
Malawi, Swaziland and Lesotho retained 
their ties. The tiny island of Mauritius seve- 
red ties in 1976. 

Government sourcessaid the two countries 
decided “in principle” to re-establish ties 18 
months ago. A diplomatic representative was 
sent to Kinshasa, the capital of Zaire, last 
spring and had been working from a friendly 
embassy there, the sources said. 

Former Foreign Minister Abba Eban wri- 
tes in his autobiography that Mobutu annou- 
nced the break in relations in a speech to the 
United Nations in October 1973. saying Isr- 
ael had been a staunch friend of his country, 
but the Arabs were kinsmen — a relationship 
that was higher than friendship. 

Israeli officials have said that Israel's com- 
pletion of its withdrawal from the Sinai peni- • 
nsula April 25 set the scene for a resumption 
of ties since the Sinai belongs to Egypt. 


ters. however agreed to meet again in Riy- 
adh May 30 to decide their next move. Fore- 
ign Minister Prince Saud Al-Faisal said. 

Prince Saud told reporters the ministers 
decided to have further talks with other Arab 
countries to reach a joint Arab stand on the 
war before meeting again in Riyadh May 30. 
He did not disclose results of the first round 
of consultations, which were reviewed at 
Kuwait talks. But he hoped the May 30 meet- 
ing would issue a communique which would 
“satisfy Arab aspirations to see this war end 
in the interest of all parties." 

Asked whether the ministers had discussed 
prospects for Egypt’s return to the Arab fold 
following the recovery of Sinai from Israel 
last month. Prince Saud said any reassessm- 
ent of the political and economic sanctions 
imposed by Arab countries should be made 
by an Arab summit “in the context of an Arab 
consensus.” He said: “We hope a return by 
Egypt (to the Arab fold) will lead to the cons- 
olidation, rather than the division, of Arab 
ranks." 

Sources close to the conference said the 
ministers also preferred to await the results of 
contacts under way to bring Egypt back into 
the Arab fold. Sultan Qaboos Bin Saeed of 
Oman has been exerting efforts, having visi- 
ted Egypt and Jordan, to pave the way for 
Egypt’s return to Arab ranks, these sources 
said. 

Meanwhile. Syria and Libya, two hard-line 
states which back Iran, said Saturday night 
they were against what they called attempts 
to Arabize the conflict indicating they would 
oppose any common Arab move on the issue. 

A Kuwaiti newspaper claimed Sunday that 
the foreign ra inkers differed on ways of fac- 
ing the dangers of the lraq-Iran war. 

"Differences in assessment of the dangers 
of the war and methods of handling them 
were behind the inability of the ministers to 
reach a decision.” said the newspaper A1 - 
Anbao. “Some viewed these dangers as imm- 
inent and grave, while others opted for a del- 
ayed decision, pending further contacts with 
all Arab states in order to avoid exacerbating 
the dangers.” Al -Anbaa cautioned the Arab 
League that the Gulf countries were being 
threatened by the Iraq-lran war. 


tember 1980. Iranian forces also were 
reported to have launched a powerful offen- 
sive to recapture Khorramshar. 

Hamoudi voiced hope that the Iran -Iraq 
war would end before the start of the 
nonaiigned nations' summit in Baghdad next 
September. 

Meanwhile, fierce fighting was under way 
Sunday between Iraqi and Iranian troops in 
the southern and northwest sectors of the war 
front, according to various sources in Tehran. 

The sources said Iraqi forces failed to 
break through the Iranian troops surround- 
ing the southwestern port city of Khorram- 
shar. 

The newspaper Kay ban said the Iraqi air- 
force bombed Iranian positions several times, 
but the Iranians held out. Iranian artillery 
kept up shelling and mortar attacks on the 
Iraqi positions in Khorramshar. resulting in 
heavy Iraqi losses the newspapers said. 

In the Kut region, about 1 00 kms north of 
Khorramshar, Iranian forces launched an 
offensive causing the Iraqis “heavy material 
losses and many casualties." a military state- 
ment broadcast by radio Tehran said Sunday. 

The statement said the Iraqis lost five 
tanks, 14 armored vehicles and much heavy 
weaponry.” Iranian forces Sunday shot down 
two Iraqi helicopters and one plane, killing 
the pilots, the statement added. 

An Iraqi communique said Iraqi guns shot 
down two Iranian helicopters near Shehabi, 
west of Ahwaz, and 928 Iranian soldiers were 
killed in fighting in 24 hours. 

The Iraqi News Agency quoted the Iraqi 
high command as saying that Iraqi planes had 
made “ a series of attacks Saturday on enemy 
positions” north of Khorramshar and near 
the River Karun. 

The Iranians also lost 1 5 tanks, 25 armored 
troop transports and 1 3 other ■ vehicles. Their 
arms dumps were destroyed and a number of 
vehicles seized intact, the agency said. 

The Iraqis said 22 of their men were killed. 
Three of their tanks were destroyed and five 
armored troops transports were damaged, it 
said. 

Meanwhile. Ayatollah Khomeini said in 
Tehran Iran’s neighbors have nothing to fear 
if they behave “in conformity with Islam” 
and do not collaborate with Baghdad. 

He told propaganda officials, in a speech 
broadcast by Tehran Radio Sunday, that "I, 
the Iranian government and the Iranian peo- 
ple declare that if you do not collaborate with 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein and if you 
behave in conformity with Islam, with us and 
with the peoples, the government and the 
Iranian people will be your brothers and sup- 
port you.” 

Attacking “mass media libels” about the 
alleged dangers that Iran represented for the 
other states in the region, he said these were 
“provocations by the superpowers, who 
would like these countries to collaborate with 
Saddam, but in their own interests.” 

If you act deviously, he said, “and if you. 
throw yourself into this trap, remember that; 
you are no more powerful than Saddam.” 

Addressing Egypt in particular, he warned: 
“1 advise them not to try to aid Saddam and 
not to bring about the death of innocent 
young men.” From the start, he said, “The 
Islamic Republic (Iran) declared that it had 
no designs on anyone else’s territorv.” 
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NATO ministers to debate detente 


LUXEMBOURG, May 16 (R) — NATO 
foreign ministers begin their regular spring 
session Monday with the future of detente 
and the internal unity of the alliance dominat- 
ing their talks. 

The two-day meeting of the North Atlantic 
council will be briefed by British Foreign Sec- 
retary Francis Pym on the Falklands crisis 
and the communique is expected to denounce 
Argentina as , the aggressor in the dispute. 

The South Atlantic crisis will not however 
be allowed to distract ministers from the main 
purpose of the session. This is to clear the 
ground for a strong show of unity at the 
NATO summit in Bonn June 10 which Presi- 
dent Reagan will attend. 

Diplomatic sources said West German 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrieh Genscher 
would propose more consultations Between 
the U.S. and its European allies at formal 
ministerial meetings in addition to the 


tw ice-yearly councils. 

They would be modelled on the informal 
consultations regularly held by European 
Economic Community foreign ministers 
which rhe EEC believes have achieved a 
more united policy among the 10 countries. 

Genscher hopes that the Luxembourg 
meeting will announce a date for the first such 
NATO informal meeting. West German dip- 
lomatic sources said. 

West Germany will be trying at the council 
and in Bonn to convince the alliance to reaf- 
firm the main conclusions of a political study 
made in 1967, they added. 

Made by former Belgian Foreign Minister 
Pierre Harmel, it set the alliance the goal of 
establishing a more stable international rela- 
tionship. by coupling adequate defense with 
readiness for dialogue and cooperation with 
the East.

Royal decree approves 
grievance board statute

RIYADH. May 16 (SPA) — King Khaled 
Sunday issued a royal decree approving the 
statute of the Board of Grievances. 

In addition to the powers vested in the 
Vigilance and Inquiry Panel, the decree said, 
the panel will inquire into cases of bribery 
and forgery and other crimes referred to in 
the royal decree No. 43 of 1955. All cases 
now being inquired into by the board of grie- 
vances will be referred to the vigilance and 
inquiry panel, including those whose inquiry 
has been completed but could not be submit- 
ted to judicial authorities. Inquest officials 
working with the board of grievances shall be 


transferred to the vigilance and inquiry panel 
with the status and sanctions (hey enjoy at 
present, the decree added. 

It also said that the authorities of the Disci- 
plinary panel shall be reverted to the board of 
grievances, and all disciplinary cases will be 
referred to the latter. Furthermore, the bud- 
get of the disciplinary panel shall merge into 
the budget of the boaid of grievances, and all 
members of the judicial council, as well as 
officials, employees and workers, of the for- 
mer shall be transferred to the board of griev- 
ances. with the same position they enjoy at 
present, the decree added.

British team confers with officials

JEDDAH. May 16 — The British mission 
headed by Tom King, member of parliament 
and minister for local government and envir- 
onmental services, discussed the possibilities 
oF training Saudi nationals and also cooperat- 
ion in water technology during a two-day visit 
to Jeddah. 

A member of the mission told Arab News 
Sunday before the group left for Riyadh - 
later on that meetings with various authorities 
were “fruitful.” Saturday, the mission met 
Jeddah Mayor Muhammad Saeed Farsi. 
They also conferred with Fahd Al-Sulaiman, 
director general of the Western Region water 
and sewage authority, on areas of cooperat- 
ion in complete water technology, equipment 
and training. 

Sulaiman also described the meeting as fru- 


itful. In a statement Saturday he said that 
some committee had been set up to" consoli- 
date cooperation” in water and sewage 
works. 

Sunday, the mission members met Abdul 
Aziz Naseef. director general forsaline water 
conversion corporation (SWCC). and visited 
the Jeddah desalination plant. They also met 
Dr. Rumaih Mansoor Al-Rumaih. director 
general of the meteorological and environm- 
ental protection administration (MEPA). 
The team, which' includes five British busine- 
ssmen specialized in water sector, is on a 
week's visit to the Kingdom. In a separate 
development, nine-man delegation from the 
Canadian Province of Alberta will be arriving 
in Dhahran on Friday. Sponsored by the 
Canadian embassy, rhe Alberta mission will 
be meeting companies involved in the oil and 
gas, housing, construction and management 
consulting sectors in the Kingdom.

Program reduces accidents sharply 


RIYADH, May 16 (SPA) — Electrical 
projects worth more than SR531 .93 million 
have been approved by the board of the dire- 
ctors of Southern Region's consolidated elec- 
tricity company. -■ 

Abdul Rahman. AL-Tuwaijri, SCECO 
South director general, said Sunday that the 
boaid he(d a meeting Saturday under Dr. 
Abdui Rahman Al-Zamil, its chairman. Pro- 
jects approved included Bisha central power 
project with a 150-megawatt generating 
plant at a cost of SR335.7 million; a 95- 
kilometer transmission line from Bisha to 
Sabt AJ-Alaqa, with a strength of 132 kilo 
volt costing SR35.7 million; and power sup- 


ply network in the same area, which will cost 
SR46.8 million. 

In addition, -there is a power transmission 
project between Abha and Shaqiq on the Red 
Sea coast. It will cost SR55.7 million. A proj. 
ect for augmenting, the Bisha power plant 
with three 30 -megawart turbine units ai a 
cost of nearly SR57.S million also has been 
approved. A contract for the Tihama central 
power project will be awarded within the next 
few days, Tuwaijri said.

n such firms to safeguard-partner, shareholder 
: and public interest. Commerce Minister Dr. 
i-.Soliman A Solaim said Saturday. 

The law was promulgated by a royal decree 

• in 1965 and amended a year later. The new 

• amendment by the council of minis ters carr- 
ies the date of Nov. 16, 1981. He said that the 
amendments call for easing procedures for 
the establishment of companies that are to 
play a leading role in the development of 
national economy and attract, savings from 


limited income citizens. Therefore, now only 
companies being granted a concession, or 
those running a public concern, or those in 
which the state or other public moral persons 
are partners, or which conduct banking oper- 
ations need a royal decree for their establis- 
hment. 

All other joint stock companies are exemp- 
ted from this condition. The only thing that 
partners have to do at present is to obtain a 
license from the commerce minister to be 
publicized in. the official gazette. The only 
pre-requisite is an economic feasibility study- 
proving the project’s viability, provided that 
such study was not rejected by another gove- 
rnment authority before. 

In the meantime, Solaim said, in all cases. 
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the interests of small limited-income subscri- 
bers must be taken into consideration in a 
way as to give them priority m equity partici- 
pation when the share are floated for public 
subscription. The amendments comprise a 
clause authorizing the commerce minister to 
take whatever decision he deems fit, accord- 
ing to each case, for the small subscribers. 

To give a chance for the largest possible 
number of national capable and experienced 
elements to become board members of joint 
stock companies and inject new blood into 
such boards, the new amendments by the 
council of ministers stipulate that no one per- 
soncan be appointed in more than one board 
simultaneously. Moreover, to avoid that 
board chairmen remain too long in their posi- 
tion, the amendments stress that board chai- 
rmen shall be elected for only one term. 

And again, to enable the largest public par- 
ticipation in cash share-certificates to incre- 
ase paid-up capital of successful ventures and 
to broaden the base of investors, priority 
given to original shareholders has been canc- 
elled by the amendments. This applies to 
companies given concession, operating a pub- 
lic property, subsidized by the state, partly 
owned by the latter or conducting banking 
operations. 

The move was adopted upon the proposal 
of the commerce minister in agreement with 
the finance and national economy minister. 


Algosaibi cites 
office punctuality 
as religious duty 


RIYADH. May 16 (SPA) — Punctual- 
ity in office hours is a religious, juridical 
and moral duty and shows that the person 
is mature. Dr. Ghazi Algosaibi, minister 
of industry and electricity, said Saturday.

Petromin sales abroad hit 
$30b in 1981, Taber says 


RIYADH. May 16 (SPA) — Petromin's 
sales abroad totaled about $30 billion last 
year and even bigger sales are expected this 
year, the state -owned organization's gover- 
nor, Dr. Abdul Hadi Taher. was quoted as 
saying. 

In an interview published by A.I -ModintUt 
recently Taher described the 20-ycar-old 
organization as one of the biggest oil compan- 
ies in the world. He said when two new plan- 
ned refineries are built within six months, 
“Petromin will be able to achieve self- 
sufficiency in refined oil within five years." 

Giving a breakdown of the organization's 
foreign sales last year, the governor said the 
value of crude oil deals stood at $25 billion, 
liquid gas at more than $2 billion, natural 
gasoline and benzine at more than SI billion 
and other refined by-products at about $2 
billion. 

'“This year. Petromin's sales so far recor- 
ded the highest figures, especially as regards 
crude oil. Liquid gas sales also increased by 
about 80 percent, and foreign sales are now 
assuming an upward trend." he added. 

Taher said in reply to a question that the 
Kingdom was presently SO to 85 percent 
self-sufficient in meeting domestic requirem- 
ents for refined oil. He added that Petromin's 


total sales will not be affected 3t all by the 
Kingdom's reduction of oil production " bec- 
ause we are still selling the same quantities to 
which we were committed toward our custo- 
mers in all pans of the world. " The governor 
said this was true in the case or crude oil. 
liquid gas. natural benzine or refined produ- 
cts. 

Ever since its establishment, Petromin had 
sought, as a main aim. to ensure trained Sau-, 
dis in every project undertaken. "In many 
projects. Saudis represent about 76 percent 
of the total number of employees, with most 
of them occupying senior posts," Taher said. 

He went on: “Over a period of 20 years, 
Petromin has succeeded in recording highfig- 
ures. Total annual sales in world markets only 
now stand at more than 550 billion and this 
means that Petromin is considered as one of 
the biggcsi oil companies in the world." Its 
plan for the next five years provides for emp- 
loying more than 10.000 Saudi nationals, he 
said.

Sudanese general 
sentenced to death 

KHARTOUM. May 16 (AFP) — Sudan- 
ese Brig. Gen. Awadal Karim Bakkar was 
Sunday sentenced to death tor burning to 
death lour shopkeepers more than two vt-ars 
ago. 

Following two months ol deliberations, the 
Supreme Court chaired by Judge Fuad Amin 
Abdul Rahman found Gen. Bakkar guilty of 
murdering the four by setting their shop on 
fire while they were inside. The general was 
said to have repeatedly demanded the lour to 
quit the shop, w hich he owned, saying lh.it he 
wanted to rebuild his hou**v of which it was 
part. He was also said to be unhappy w ith the 
low rent he was receiving. 

An eyewitness told the court that Gen. 
Bakkar poured benzine on the counter and 
other parts of shop and set Are to it at the end 
of 1970. He has two weeks in which to appeal 
before the verdict is endorsed by President 
Jaafar Numeiri.

Meanwhile. Abu Jihad, the military chief 
of Fateh, the dominant orgainzation within 
the PLO. told the Lebanese weekly Monday 
Morning that the Palestinian resistance would 
not hesitate to riposte if Israel began a battle 
causing the death of civilians in South Leba- 
non. 

In the interview, published Sunday Abu 
Jihad charged that Israel was using Palestin- 
ian discontent in the occupied territories os 
"a pretest to break the ceasefire" in South 
Lebanon. 

Israeli jets drew heavy Palestinian anti- 
aircraft fire Sunday when they buzzed Beirut 
and pans of South Lebanon a week to the day 
after they conducted massive bombings of 
commando positions. 

Some of the higher-flying jets shattered the 
sound barrier, and the sonic booms scared 
many people into thinking another air raid 
was underway. There were no reports the 
Israelis dropped bombs after they made at 
least five sweeps over the Lebanese capital 
und several over the southern ports of Tyre 
and Sibon. The jets appeared shortly before 
1 1 a.m. (0900 GMT) and vanished over the 
Mediterranean 30 minutes later. 

Many Lebanese who were spending Sun- 
day at the beaches or in the mountains cut 
short their holiday and headed to their homes 
because they feared the jets would return. 

Well-placed United Nations sources in 
South Lebanon said they monitored 35 Isra- 
eli overflights above Lebanon Saturday. In 
the past. Israeli pilots have flown over Palest- 
inian positionsin the morning, monitoring 
where the heavier anti-aircraft fire was being 
sent up. They would return a few hours later 
and bomb the "hot spots" to try to knock out 
the nuns. 


Many feared dead in Sidon clashes 


BEIRUT. May 16 (Agencies) — Many were 
feared dead Sunday in fierce lighting in the 
SouthLebanese port "1 Sid«m where a Nassyr- 
ile Lebanese group and Palestinian militia 
reportedly began exchanging artillery fire 
and roeket attacks at dawn . 

Lebanese national radio said that lire in the 
clashes was so heavy that it had so far been 
. impossible to assess casualties. The barrage 
of shells hampered fire services and several 


'blazes were out of control, the radio added. 
Rockets and shells could still be heard at 
midday, while clashes were reported in the 
old port. 

The incidents erupted the day after an 
ambush north ol Sidon a regular army convoy 
by the dissident "Army of Arab Lebanon". 
Two government soldiers died and 15 per- 
sons including civilians, were wounded in the 
attack.

Abdullah' Ahmad Gha- 
nem. had been appointed minister of state for 
cabinet affairs. It did not say whether their 
predecessors had resigned or had been relie- 
ved of their jobs. 

The announcement said the parliament 
Saturday elected Mutlaq Abdullah Hossan as 
seeretaiy-general of the eight-member presi- 
dential council. 

Liberian president 
visiting Algeria 

ALGIERS. May 16 (Agencies) — Liber- 
ian President Samuel Doe arrived here Satu- 
rday for a three-day visit to Algeria. 

On arrival, he said his talks with President 
ChadJi Benjedid would concentrate mainly 
on the problems of Western Sahara and 
Chad. Algeria supports the Sahrawi Arab 
Democratic Republic (SADR) proclaimed 
by the Polisario Front fighting Morocco for 
control of Western Sahara, while Liberia has 
boycotted recent meetings of the Organizat- 
ion of African Unity which the SADR has 
been allowed to attend. 

Doe was greeted at the airport by President 
Benjedid and high government officials. In a 
brief statement of the press. Doc said his visit 
would be an opportunity to "know the 
socio-economic reality of Algeria better and 
to study the possibilities of developing 
Algerian- Li be nan bilateral relations", the 
agency said. 

Dacca names envoy 

DACCA. May 16 (AFP) — Bangladesh 
has appointed a 62-year old retired army 
general and former diplomat, Lt. Gen. Kha- 
waja Wasiuddin. as its permanent represent- 
ative at the United Nations, it was officially 
announced. 

Gen. Wasiuddin. a former ambassador to 
France, will succeed Khawaja Muhammad 
Kaiser who retired a few months ago. 


U.S. to offer Morocco 
increased military aid 


WASHINGTON. May 16 (AFP). - 
Promises of significant increases in military 
and diplomatic support from the United 
States arc awaiting King Hassan of Morocco 
w hen he arrives here Tuesday for a three-day 
visit. 

A State Department official, in an unat- 
tributablc comment, put the situation in a 
nutshell: "The Moroccans need us to deal 
with the conflict in Western Sahara and we 
need a stable and pro-Western Morocco." he 
said. 

The Reagan administration's willingness to 
bolster the king's position and increase arms 
supply to Morocco stems from a desire to 
avert any destabilizaion of the current situa- 
tion in North Africa which might affect the 
plan for an anti-Soviet "strategic consensus" 
among some Arab states. 

The intended boosting of military support 
to Rabat from S30 million this year to $1 00 
million next yeat is to help the king meet the 
growing cost of his war against the Polisario 
Front — which is backed by Algiers and 
Libya — for control of Western Sahara. 

Morocco wants helicopters, radar equip- 
ment. night-vision systems and above all 
M-6U heavy tanks, of which 1 08 have already 
been ordered. On top of this, Washington is 
willing ro supply defenses against Sovicr-builr 
ground-to-air SAM-6 missiles with which rhe 
Polisario is said to have been equipped since 
last October. 

Pentagon sources said that Moroccan 
combat aircraft could be supplied with elec- 


tronic equipment which would disrupt the 
missiles’ guidance systems. President 
Reagan's roving ambassador Gen. Vernon 
Walters said last Monday that the use of the 
SAMS was an "unacceptable escalation" of 
the Saharan war. The U.S. was ready to "take 
measuresto redress the balance", he added. 

The State Department stresses the official 
position that the U.S. has no intention of 
intervening directly in the conflict or of 
openly supporting Morocco's claims to the 
former Spanish colony. Instead, the 
administration backs the Organization of 
African Unity moves toward aceasefire and a 
referendum on self-determination foi the 
people of the territory! 

Washington also wants a return on its 
investment: renewed rights to the bases at 
Kenitra, near Tangiers, and Sidi Yahia, near 
Marrakesh, which the U.S. Air Force utilized 
under a now-expired agreement. These bases 
would be useful to the American Rapid 
Intervention Force in case of a Middle East 
crisis. 

Morocco is seen as the key to the Mediter- 
ranean basin, which is in itself considered as 
the "strategic access" for the Middle East, 
a^senior department of state official said 
recently.. 

In this respect, the U.S. government has 
also recently increased its military support for 
Tunisia, and has concluded agreements with 
a number of other countries — Egypt. Kenya. 
Somalia and Oman — for the use of bases in 
case of Soviet moves against the Gulf. 


Assad, Chadli ponder Egypt boycott 


DAMASCUS, May 1 6 ( R) — Syrian Pres- 
ident Hafez Al-Assa’d had talks with Alger- 
ian President Chadli Benjedid Saturday 
about an Arab drift toward Egypt, the official 
Syrian news agency Sana said. 

” President Assad is accompanied by Fore- 
ign Minister Abdul Hplim Khaddam and 
Minister of State for Foreign Affairs Farouk 
Shareh. 

The Syrian president is on a tour to coordi- 
nate opposition to the trend. He arrived in 
Algiers from Libya. 

Syria, Algeria and Libya are members of 
the Steadfastness and Confrontation Front 
on an Arab grouping opposed to Egypt's 
Camp David peace process with Israel. 

In an airport statement. President Assad 
said the United States and Israel were trying 


to widen Camp David and spread defeatism 
among Arabs. 

Assad and Libyan . President Muammar 
Qaddafi in a joint statement in Tripoli Satur- 
day condemned Arab countries moving tow- 
ard reconciliation with Egypt and an" Arabi- 
zation" of the Camp David accords. 

The Libyan news agency, Jana, monitored 
in Paris, said the two leaders had agreed on 
"The urgent necessity" of convening a sum- 
mit meeting of the nations of the "Steadfast- 
ness Front." 

At an earlier summit, the front had specifi- 
cally rejected all Arab links with Egypt. Jana 
said that Assad and Qaddafi also spoke out 
against attempts to enroll Arab states on the 
side of Iraq against the Iranian revolution.

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U.S. ENVOYS IN M.E. 

The Americans are coming! If only as more and more 
envoys making the rounds of the capitals of the Middle 
East. 

There is firstly special envoy Richard Fairbanks, shut- 
tling between Cairo and Tel Aviv try ing to breath some 
life into the moribund “Palestinian autonomy” talks 
between Egypt and Israel. One of the main sticking 
points at present is Israel’s insistence that the talks are 
held in Jerusalem, and Egypt’s utter rejection of this, as 
it does not recognize the annexation of the city. 

Then there is Assistant State Secretary Morris Dra- 
per, who this week begins a tour of Lebanon, Syria, 
Jordan and Israel. His mission is understood to reflect 
Washington’s fear that Israel is planning an assault of 
still unknown dimension on the Palestinians in South 
Lebanon, as well as concern with the continuing and 
widening resistance in the West Bank and Gaza and the 
escalating Israeli repression there. 

Finally, it is reported from Washington that President 
Reagan's special envoy to the Middle East, Philip Habib 
is currently dusting his files, in preparation for a new 
tour of the area, concerned mainly with the coming 
presidential elections in Lebanon. He would then find 
himself one among many self-appointed midwives, from 
all sorts of sides and countries, all wanting to assist in this 
particularly difficult and dangerous birth. 

One of the fears in this context is that Israel might time 
its attack on Lebanon with a view to scuttling the whole 
process, so that neither Lebanon nor the other issues in 
the area linked to its tragedy can move in the desired 
direction. .

Reagan’s policy in El Salvador has failed

By focusing attention on political squabbles, 
political “coalitions" and the balance of power bet- 
ween the new provisional president. Alvaro Alfr- 
edo Magana, and the Constituent Assembly, hea- 
ded by Robert d'Aubuisson. the United States has 
lost sight of the real effect of the election: that the 
very forces the U.S. sought to control during the 
Duarte government have now received far more 
influence and authority than anyone ever dreamed. 
Congress must oppose continued military support 
for such a regime. 

The best argument for the U.S. administration's 
election strategy was that Duarte and the Christian 
Democrats would gain the legitimacy and power to 
control repression by the military, abolish the death 


squads, and open the political arena to dialogue 
with opposition groups. That strategy has now been 
proven bankrupt. The Christian Democrats are in 
an even weaker position: d'Aubuisson is president 
of the new Constituent Assembly: the right-wing 
parties that support him have excluded the Christ- 
ian Democrats from all positions in the assembly 
leadership; and their control of this rule-making 
body will surely limit the power pf President Mag= ' 

The rigiit-wing rhetoric may change — they are ’ 
unlikely to be foolish enough to publicly advocate 
violence or reject reforms — but they will not take 
action to actually push reforms or to tame the repre- 
ssion and terror of the military or death squads like 
the White Warrior Union, organized by d’ Aubuis- 
son himself. And the U.S. administration’s distor- 
ted East- West vision of the conflict assures them 
they can always play the “Communist card" to get 
continued aid. As one d’Aubuisson supporter with 
close links to the military put it: “The United States 
has never cut off aid anywhere for very long or even 
entirely. Reagan will never let the Communists win 
here. It's just a complete bluff." 

Many top-ranking military officers, however, are 
worried that it’s not a bluff. They insisted that the 


provisional president have a moderate image and 
that Christian Democrats be given cabinet positi- 
ons. We should not, however, conclude that these 
officers are anxious to end repression or pursue 
reform, but only that they desire a veneer to beguile 
Congress into believing that democracy has prevai- 
led. ‘‘Help us help you," U.S. envoy Gen. Vernon 
Walters was reported to have tolc) the army.

Congress must not be lulled into inaction by adm- 
inistration claims that military aid should continue 
until the new government has been given a chance. 
The United States cannot condition its aid based 
upon what it hopes will happen: It should cut off 
military aid until the provisional government backs 
its pledges with acts. This was the intention of the 
administration's certification that the Salvadoran 
government had made meaningful progress toward 
stemming human rights abuses or in implementing 
promised reforms. But the administration made a 
charade of the certification.

SAN SALVADOR — 

There were sighs of relief across E! Salvador rec- ' 
ently when the Constituent Assembly finally ended 
weeks of chaotic political bickering and picked a 
provisional president. The choice, banker Alvaro 
Magana, was put forth as the favorite son of the 
armed forces and carried the tacit endorsement of 
the U.S. Embassy, where Magana is well-known. 

The decision eased the tension that had envelo- 
ped the country over fears that the assembly would 
simply keep on postponing a decision until someone 
would have to step in and crush the fragile democra- 
tic framework that is taking form here. 

The assembly had become like a expectant and 
overdue mother. The waiting had set nerves on 
edge in El Salvador’s ruling family. There had been 
dark mutterings of a coup d'etat by the armed forc- 
es^ threats of a walkout from the Washington- 
supported Christian Democrats, talk of anti- 
American street demonstrations by the right, and, 
from the U.S. Department of State, cries of alarm 
over the uncontrollable course of events. 

The critical impasse was the direct result of the 
elections of March 28. The elections were hailed as 
a great victory for democracy, but the outcome 
raised troubling doubts. From the outset, the ballot- 
ing was seen as vehicle to carry the Christian Demo- 
crats to a position of greater authority. Since early 
1980. the party had provided the civilian element of 
the governing junta in tenuous partnership with the 
armed forces. An election seemed like the proper 
method of giving them more power vis-a-vis the 
armed forces, greater negotiating strength against 
leftist insurgents and a badly needed dose of legiti-

macy to attract support in international political 
circles. 

Even if the Christian Democrats seemed too will- 
ing at times to forgive the excesses of their military 
partners, many thought them a cinch to win the 
elections. But it did not work out that way. 

There were six parties on the b3lIot and the Chris- 
tian Democrats won 40 percent of the vote. But the 
other five parties were as one in their determination 
to oust the centrist Christian Democrats. The 
party's foes shared a conservative philosophy as 
well as links with the moneyed class and the old 
military caste, and a distaste for such Christian 
Democratic innovations as land reform. They also 
shared 60 percent of the vote, giving them a comm- 
anding voice in forging the new government. Or so 
they thought. 

The main faction of the rightist coalition is the 
Nationalist Republic Alliance of Roberto d’Aubui- 
sson. D’ Aubuisson, a former army major, served in 
an important intelligence post before the coup d'e- 
tat of October 1979 turned Salvadoran politics aro- 
und and set the nation on a reformist course desig- 
• ned to avert a Marxist revolution. 

After the revolt, D’Aubuisson became a sort of 
political bogy man. He was connected to clandest- 
ine, anti-Communist killer squads such as the outl- 
awed White Warriors Union. On more than one 
occasion, he was accused of plotting new military 
revolts to oust the reformers. Former U.S. Ambass- 
ador Robert White branded him a terrorist. When 
he occasionally surfaced, D'Aubuisson would hold 
“clandestine” news conferences to declare that the 
Christian Democrats were no better than Commun- 
ists and that his old military comrades would do well 
to dump them at once. 

The emergence of D'Aubuisson as an important 
figure in the new government is a sign of how tar El 
Salvador’s politics have come from the heady days 
of October 1979: those who were ousted then — 
D’Aubuisson and political allies like the National 
Conciliation Parry, once the official party of the 
military and the oligarchy — are back in the saddle 
again. They pay lip service to the notion of reform 
and human rights, following the advice of friends in 
Washington such as aides to Sen. Jesse Helms, the 
Republican from North Carolina, but it would take 
a giant leap of faith to believe that they are truly 
sincere. 

The irony of the electoral outcome was compou- 
nded when the armed forces stepped in to dictate 
the choice of a president. During the campaign, 
military leaders had declared that, in order to dem- 
onstrate the neutrality of the armed forces, soldiers 
would not be allowed to vote. In the end. the only 
ones who did not vote were the ones who made rhe 
final choice. 

The motive behind their decision to act was the 


fear of losing U.S. military assistance if the D’Aubu- 
isson faction succeeded in naming a government 
that was solidly right-wing. Asked why the military 
was so insistent on providing a more moderate pres- 
ident, a military officer responded, “1 can give you 
55 million reasons,” referring to the dollar amount 
of military aid delivered by the United States. “And 
more to come,” he added. 

The officer, a lieutenant colonel whose comme- 
nts reflect the thinking of the military command, 
said scornfully that the politicians were spending all 
their time indulging in a. lust for power while soldi- 
ers were being sacrificed fighting the guerrillas. “H- 
ave they forgotten there* s a war on in this country,” 
he said. “Don’t they know there is a common 
enemy?” 

Another reason for squelching the right’s efforts 
to name its own president is the prominent role of 
D'Aubuisson. The 38-year-old former major is 
seen by tbe colonels and generals as 3n upstart 
junior officer. “D'Aubuisson is just a lirtle man," 
the lieutenant colonel said. “I think he's forgotten 
that.’’ 

At first, D' Aubuisson and his allies held fast aga- 
inst the implied threat of a coup d'etat if they did not 
accept Magana or someone of similar views and 
stature. Even the importuning of visiting congress- 
men who hinted of ending U.S. assistance to El 
Salvador could not sway him. 

“D'Aubuisson’s been calling everyone's bluff” 
said an amazed American diplomat wo went to 
watch the assembly in action one day. 

In the end, D’Aubuisson yielded to the military, 
but not before his party had won the lion’s share of 
the political rewards. The politicians drafted a biza- 
rre political blueprint that calls for having three vice 
presidents under Magana. The assembly, where the 
right is dominant, will serve asan effective check on 
the president's powers. D'Aubuisson himself is the 
president of the assembly. And the Christian Dem- 
ocrats? They were given the executive branch office 
of third vice president; the title says it all. 

There are two ways to assess the situation. An 
optimist would feel relieved that for a change the 
politicians are bargaining and making deals — alb-.' 
eit under military orders — instead of killing one 
another. In El Salvador, that is progress. A gloom-, 
ier view would see the situation as the culmination 
of a'30-month process in which the government of . 
El Salvador, starting up as progressive and reform- 
ist, has moved steadily to the right until it is virtually 
back where it began. The United States has gone 
along because American diplomacy has proven eit- 
her too weak or too shortsighted to guide events 
onto a more favorable course. With D’Aubuisson 
on one side and guerrillas on the other, El Salvador 
appears to be more polarized than ever, and that 
may be the ultimate irony of the elections.— (LAT) 


Congress must now adopt a stiffer measure: the 
immediate cutoff of all military aid to El Salvador, 
-including the militaiy credits and the “emergency" 
aid funds that President Reagan has used to avoid 
congressional scrutiny and approval. Such an action 
would send a dear message to the Salvadoran milit- 
ary as well as the right-wing parties: until they take 
actions that show they merit U.S, military aid, the 
jy.S. will not ‘continue -to ( Finance their repression 
and terror simply because they wrap themselves in 
the banner of “‘anti-communism.” The administrat- 
ion will be put on notice that they must convince the 
Salvadoran military to tame their own officers as 
well as the death squads, and to move toward negot- 
iations that will open up the political process so that 
opposition groups will have a choice other than 
aimed insurgency. 

Will the U.S. lose its influence if it cuts off all 
military aid? No. The “carrot" of military aid may 
enable the administration to create a more moder- 
ate facade, but it has failed completely in bringing 
about the necessary conditions fora stable, political 
settlement: an end to the repression by the military 
and paramilitary forces. 

Immediately cutting off all military aid will enha- 
nce U.S. influence in El Salvador. The government 
and military will know that the U.S. is serious when 
it asks fora change. They can come to the U.S. again 
and request that aid be reinstated. But America's 
position will be far stronger; they must change their 
ways to prove they deserve U.S. aid. It is time for 
Congress to use the “stick”: Only if it cuts military 
aid will those who hold the power in El Salvador 
take seriously the need to create conditions for a 
peaceful political settlement. — (WP)

HOLLYWOOD, (LAT) — Blacklisting is 
hack. Joseph McCarthy lives. The First 
Amendment flounders. And the scene of all 
this horror, ironically, is progressive Boston. 

Even worse, the force behind the Massac- 
husetts transgression is not some misbegotten 
political zealot, not some misguided political 
organization, but one of America’s proudest, 
presumably liberal arts institutions: The Bos- 
ton Symphony Orchestra. 

The victim, in a limited sense, is a superb 
actress who happens to be a political activist 
with some extreme personal views: Vanessa 
Redgrave. 

The greater victim, however, is America. If 
the freedom of one individual can be arbitrar- 
ily curtailed in 1982, if one person’s right to 
work can be withheld, then we all find oursel- 
ves in grave danger. Again. 

The unsavory story began a few weeks ago 
when the Boston Symphony management 
announced the engagement oF Redgrave to 
recite Jean Cocteau's narration for Stravin- 
sky’s Oedipus Rex. Performances were sche- 
duled for April IS through 17 in Boston, and 
April 21 and 22 at Carnegie Hall in New 
York. 

Np one in sophisticated Boston coaid have 
been very surprised that the announcement 
drew some protests. To say that Redgrave is a 
controversial figure — for. non-artistic reas- 
ons — is about as elementary as observing 
that ice is cold. 

Redgrave was controversial when she pro- 
tested nuclear arms, when she functioned as 
an activist against American involvement in 
Vietnam, when she campaigned, without suc- 
cess, as a radical left-wing candidate for a seat 
in the British Parliament. 

Redgrave came under the most widespr- 
ead. severe, unabating criticism in 1978, 
however, when she participated in two doc- 
umentary films in support of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. Upon winning an 
Academy Award that year for her portrayal 
of a Jew persecuted by the Nazis in Julia, she 
called the protesters who had tried to block 
her entrance to the theater. ‘‘Zionist hoodl- 


In 1979 she aroused considerable ire for 
playing Fania Fenelon, the Jewish conductor 
of the orchestra composed of inmates at the 
Auschwitz concentration camp, in Arthur

No. Casting Redgrave for Oedipus Rex was 
not tantamount to casting Debbie Reynolds 
or Shirley Temple. Bur when the symphony 
hall phones started ringing, when unspecified 
threats and protests became vociferous, when 


some symphony players circulated a petition 
calling the Redgrave engagement “insensit- 
ive ... provocative ... and ill-advised," the 
management experienced second thoughts 
and cold feet. 

The official response from General Mana- 
ger Thomas W. Morris came in a terse press 
release: “ It is with reluctance that the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra has decided that due to 
causes and circumstances beyond its reason- 
able control, the all-stravinsky program has 
been canceled." In place of Oedipus, Seiji 
Ozawa and company would perform the Berl- 
ioz Requiem. 

Morris declined further comment — for 
legal reasons, he said. So did Nelson J. Darl- 
ing, president of Boston Symphony. So did all 
other designated spokespersons for the orch- 
estra. 

1 1 was clear that the decision to drop Redg- 
rave impelled the decision to forgo Odeiprn. 
The stage director, Peter Sellars — who orig- 
inally had chosen Redgrave in consultaion 
with Morris and William Bemelle, the artistic 
administrator — would not accept a substit- 
ute nanator. Reliable sources within the 
management alluded, furthermore, to threats 
to the safety of symphony personnel and aud- 
iences, not to mention threats to the fiscal 
health of the orchestra. 

Performances would have virtually coinci- 
ded with an annual fund-raising radio marat- 
hon and subscription renewal campaign. 

Joseph Silversteia, coneertm aster of the 
orchestra, told Richard Dyer of the Boston 
Globe that "this boils down to something 
more than a First Amendment issue .... the 
problem is that we have been confronted with 
inflammatory sentiments that have created a 
climate in which it would be impossible to 
perform .... ’’ the violinist apparently feels a 
performance under tense conditions would 
be far worse than no performance at all and 
that, by implication, an artist's political views 
should preclude his or her employment by the 
Boston Symphony. 

Sellars, the would-be director of Oedipus , 
had other ideas. “The performance should 
have gone ahead," he told Dyer, “because 
the whole community should decide after 
hearing what the work h3S to say .... this 
might have been an opportunity to make an 
important affirmation that music has someth-

‘Stealth’ able to slip through radar, 
proponents want it to leapfrog B-l

WASHINGTON. (WP) — The nation’s 
“Stealth” bomber of the future is shaping up 
as a radically advanced “flying wing" desig- 
ned to look like nothing more than a speck, if 
that, on a Russian radar screen, informer sou- 
rces said.’ 

Enthusiasts claim that the building materi- 
als of today, such as paper-thin sheets of gra- 
phite fibers, will overcome the problems that 
caused the flying wings of the 1 940s to fail. 

The modern composites can be bent and 
curbed to slip through radar beams rather 
than bounce them .back to enemy gunners, 
they claim. Even the Stealth engine would be 
slipped inside this new flying wing to avoid 
presenting a sharp surface.

She won two Oscars in a row 

A stable environment eluded Luise Rainer, 
caused her to quit MGM, leave Hollywood

HOLLYWOOD (WP) — The mystery of 
Luise Rainer is really no mysteiy at all. It’s 
just a sad story, says the celebrated actress. 

There she was, the toast of Hollywood, the 
first woman in history to win the Oscar two 
years in a row, in 1936 for portraying Anna 
Held in Tke GreatZtegfeld and in 1937 for her 
role as the peasant O-Lan inThe Good Earth. 
She had arrived just 18 months earlier from 
Austria, married the great playwright Cliff- 
ord Odets and was to make eight pictures in 
three years. She was, as they say, hot. 

Suddenly she quirMGM. A “contract dis- 
pute.” Left Hollywood. Divorced Odets. 
Went off to France to help bring refugee chil- 
dren out of Spam. Rarely acted again. 

Why? What happened? This was no mere, 
contract dispute. This was a young life falling 
apart. She was only 24 years old. 

Rainer was asked recently about that turb- 
ulent time. • ■ 

“I was the most unhappy girl you could 
imagine," she said. “The awards meant noth- 
ing because I considered the acting was just a 
gift. They made my life so difficult, so clamo- 
rous. 1 had losr a baby. And 1 was involved in 
this tragic, Srrindbcrgian marriage. I couldn't 
handle it. They kept putting me in these fluffy 
roles, all wrong, froufrou stuff. You can't do • 
that when you’re so unhappy.” 

To "the cigar-eating executive of Hollyw- 
ood” she was seen as “difficult to cast” after 
three vastely varied pans, she said. "You 
would think r it would be; “she can do anyth- 
ing." 

In the excruciatingly detailed new biogra- 
phy Clifford Odets, American Playwright, by 
Margaret Brenman — Gibson, Rainer" marr- 
iage comes through as an incredible roller 
coaster of frantic love letters, 'recriminations,, 
door-slammings, separations, wild telegrams 
and self-flamging remorse. 

The book says a lot about the Ratner- 
Oders relationship, and one stiff little footn- 
ote mentions "Miss Rainer's insistence on 
retaining her own wording” in the account. 
She wrote of herself sometimes in the third 
person, sometimes in the first. 

Listen to this version of the ceremony for 
the '37 Oscar: 

Driving back from San Francisco, they had 
learned that she might win and that she was 
being accused of snubbing the dinner. “ It 
was 6 p.m., the drive back would take a good 
two hours. Odets, hiding his competitiveness 
behind a mask of indifference to such vulgar 
honors, suggested they skip the affair: Luise 
knew she could not do that. A fierce fight 
started. Luise drove, Odets shouted... 

Clifford was furious, eyes rollmg. I was in 
jeans and sneakers, Lfaad to change, r had no 
time to appease Clifford... 1 felt upset and 
miserable and he wasthe cause... arriving at 
the Billmore Hotel, all lit up for the great 


evening, I could not face going In. It was 
raining and I was crying. We went in just as it 
was announced ... Clifford's face remained 
grim throughout. I smiled for the countless 
cameras and reporters. Here T was at dizzying 
heights, admired and envied : I was as low as 1 
had ever been in my life. ” 

Odets, who liked to compare her to Eleon- 
ora Duse and told her, “ you are the only true 
actress, " was only provoked by her dazzling 
fame, she wrote in a letter to the book's aut- 
hor. " He broke what he could break. Had 1 
not grown up with a decent sense of values 
within a stable environment, 1 might well 
have done away with myself.

After the divorce in 1939, Odets married 
another actress, Frances Fanner, whose car- 
eer was to end in tragedy. He died in 1963 of 
cancer. 

She married Robert 
Knittel. a London publisher, had a daughter 
and how, aged 72, according to The Film 
Encyclopedia, lives fn Switzerland and Lon- 
don. The daughter, Francesca Bowyer. has 
two children, considers herself more Europ- 
ean than American, makes light of her life as 
a celebrity's daughter. (At 14. baking a cake, 
she and her mother turned out “a brick so 
hard could put it in the wall." Her mother 
says, “it was marvelous, it was marvelous.”) 

Rainer (Rye-ner) chooses work that please 
her. Jn 1943 she made Hostages, her only 
other American film, but she has appeared on 
Broadway and in television.

" T ve always worked sporadically. " she 
said. “ I'm not a career girl.

Dumont 
made the girl her leading lady for three years 
doing Ibsen.

Aside from the political challenges ahead 
on the Senate and House floors. B-l advoca- 
tes in the Air Force warn that lots of technical 
questions remain about a flying-wing Stealth 
before the nation grabs for that bird in the 
bush rather than the one in hand. 

Skeptics of the flying wing argue, for exa- 
mple. that building a bomber without a tail to 
help control it invites the same stability prob- 
lems that plagued the aluminum flying wings 
tried in the 1940s, sometimes with disastrous 
results. 

And if Stealth does run into problems dur- 
ing its development, as some Air Force lead- 
ers predict, there is a fear that money to solve 
them will come from the B-l account even if 
that less-advanced bomber is already in pro- 
duction. President Reagan intends to buy 1 00 
B-ls for $ 28 billion. 

Some Air Force leaders complain privately 
that Northrop is jeopardizing the B-l bv 
making extravagant claims about what a 
flying-wing Stealth could do. when it could be 
ready and how much it would cost. 

Whether that is fair criticism or not. Air 
Force officials were so upset about Stealth 
descriptions in an April 19 Business Week 
article on Northrop that they have launched 
an investigation of possible security violati- 
ons. seconding to Pentagon sources. The Air 
Force, when queried by the Washington Post, 
refused to confirm or deny that it had begun 
such a probe. 

Business Week asserted that Nonhrop's 
game plan is to substitute Stealth for the B-l . 


writing: “having profiled by the B-l’s birth. 
Northrop now clearly hopes to shoot down 
the Rockwell plane... Northrop' s speed in fly- 
ing its Stealth is critical to this debate. Insid- 
ers say the company aims for test flights in 
late 1984. vs.a March 1985. target for the 
B-IB." 

The new interest in reviving the flying wing 
was underscored at the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration's Research Center 
at Langley when an executive there refused 
to allow' a reporter to look at an unclassified 
model of a delta-winged plane in the wind 
tunnel because the official expected the Pen- 
tagon to cloak it in secrecy soon. 

Military and commercial planes already 
built have demonstrated that such material as 
paper-thin sheets of glistening graphite can 
be pasted together to make wings of unprec- 
edented strength and lightness, the Marines' 
AV-8B Harrier being built by McDonnell- 
Douglas. for example, has such wings. 

Just as the advent of fiberglass enabled 
boat builders to bend hulls into shapes that 
wood could not endure, so it Is with composi- 
tes available to the Stealth. . , 

Northrop lit up the skies of military aviat- 
ion in 1947 by flying its YB-49 flying wing 
bomber, powered by eight General Electric 
jet engines. GE also builds the engines for 
Stealth. The YB-49 set a record for jet aircr- 
aft of the day by remaining aloft for 9 Vi 
hours. The second YB-49 produced crashed 
on June 5, 1 948. as the wing broke, killing all 
five crewmen. Although the Air Force conti- 
nued to invest in flying wings, none was prod- 
uced in quantity. 


Artist sent 
to Falklands 
as 6 observer 9

LONDON. (API — Linda Kitson. a 
little-known teacher with a horror of war. has 
set off on Queen Elizabeth 3 to cover the 
» battle of the Falkland'. Miss Kitson. 37. who 
wears her hair “spiked." punk -style, and fav- 
ors jerseys and baggy trousers, said she hopes 

her work will help stop the fighting. 

A Royal College of Art lecturer. » ho spec- 
ializes in drawing people in every day settings. 
Miss Kitson was named by London's Imperial 
War Museum as “ official artist and observer" 
of the Falkland' crisis. 

Because neither Britain nor Argentina has 
declared war. Miss Kitson is not technically □ 
war artist and is not coin missioned by the 
government. Nonetheless, she will be the first 
person to fulfill the role of war artist since the 
end of World War II. 

A day before hoarding t he QE2 with 5.(100 
troops from Britain's 5ih infant ty brigade 
leaving for the Falklands. Miss Kitson talked 
with British reporters about her assignment. 

“War horrifies me." she told London's 
Daily Express. “ I would like to think I could 
bring hack drawings (hat would make people 
think we should not fight ever again. 

"1 shall he absolutely terrified." the artist 
said." I've had second, third and fourth thou- 
ghts about it. hut I still want to go. i will 
shovel my hair into a hat. wear camouflage 
clothes and draw. draw, draw.” 

The Imperial War Museum contains 
state-commissioned artists’ impressions of 
both world wars this century, including 
Henry Moore’s “shelter drawings" from 
London's subway tunnels during the Nazi 
blitz and Graham Sutherland’s portraits of 
the 1940-45 home front. 

No official war artists have been commissi- 
oned since 1^4n. when the Ministry of Infor- 
mation. which operates only during wartime 
and appointed all Miss Kilson's predecessors, 
dosed. 

Jonathan Chadwick, secretary of the mus- 
eum. said Miss Kitson was chosen from 
among a dozen candidates approached simul- 
taneously by the museum's board ol trustees 
and that of the Fleet Air Arm Museum in 
southwest England. 

Of the potential candidates available for 
the job. Chadwick, said Miss Kitson “was the 
most suitable. She's a prolific artist and is 
quick to respond to situations.'* 

Miss Kitson's initial commission with the 
British task force is four weeks, during which 
time she will be expected to draw “at least 3*1 
sketches." said Chadwick. 

"But because of communications and tra- 
vel difficulties, we don't yet know how or 
exactly when we’ll get her back." he added. 

Miss Kitson. who lives in a cluttered gro- 
und floor apartment in the fashionable Lon- 
don suburb of Chelsea, is the first British 
woman to be commissioned to cover military 
hostilities overseas. 

Previously, women war artists were only- 
appointed on the home front, although two 
were commissioned to Germany after the 
Nazi surrender in iy45. 

Until now. Miss Kitson has concentrated 
on sketches of every thing from ballet dancers 
to people walking in the street. When The 
Times of London was threatened with closure 
earlier this year. Miss Kitson was asked by the 
newspaper to portray the reaction of its staff. 


Euphoria short-lived 

Indonesian rice output jumps, quality is low

JAKARTA (Depthnews) — Behind the 
euphoria of record-breaking production 
figures. Indonesian rice farmers are finding 
to their dismay that local cooperatives ref- 
use to buy their produce because of low- 
quality. 

" l delivered my gabah to three rural 
cooperatives which rejected them outri- 
ght. " complained a middle-aged farmer in 
the district of Karawang. West Java, about 
75 kilometers east of Jakarta. 

Gabah, meaning un husked rice, is usually 
sold by the fanner to the local rural cooper- 
ative for milling. It is then bought by the 
Dolog, the local provincial level depot of 
Bulog. the national foodstock authority. 
Bulog has the responsibility of procuring 
and distributing essential staple food, parti- 
cularly milled rice, throughout the country. 

Indonesia has been producing rice in sub- 
stantially increasing amounts since 1979. 
That year production was 1 7.9 million tons. 
This rose to 20.2 million tons in 1 980 and an 
estimated 22.1 million tons in 1981. The 
target for 1982 is 23.1 million tons. 

Increased output has resulted in a substa- 
ntial cut in Indonesia's rice imports. For 
instance, imports fell from 2.6 million tons 
in 1979 to 500,000 tons in 1981. That's the 
good news. But the bad news is that not all 
the rice yield was up to standard. 

“ What we're pursuing is increased prod- 
uction with better quality. What we have 
just been able to do so far is to boost produ- 
ction, but the quality declined. “Bulog chief 
Bustanil Arifin admitted. 

The government since 1979. the start of 
the Third Five-Year Plan, has emphasized 
increased rice production by encouraging 
farmers to use hybrid seeds resistant to 
pests like wereng, the brown plant hopper. 

The hybrids, particularly the IR 36 vari- 
ety, became popular among farmers. IR 36, 
for instance, is not only high-yielding but it 
matures in only 1 25 days. More important 
perhaps, the cooked IR 36 variety rice has 
obtained the approval of farmers. 

But it has one drawback as gleaned from 
the experience of fanners in Karawang. 
who planted the variety on 1 08,000 hecta- 
res. Although it produces a great amount of 
kernels, their ripening is uneven. Because 
top kernels get the most sunlight, they ripen 
more quickly. On the other hand, the kern- 
els at the base get less sunlight and ripen 
more slowly. 

As ripe IR 36 kernels tend to fall readily, 
the farmer cannot wait for the entire stalk to 
ripen completely. The result is the white 
and chalky grains when they are milled. 

Bulog depots usually balk at rice deliver- 


ies whose chalky content exceeds 5 percent. 
And for a reason. Depots can only buy rice 
that can be stored for a minimum of three 
months or a year at the most. 

This year's big harvest last March revea- 
led that the output exceeded the Bulog all- 
owable maximum of 5 percent. In Karaw- 
ang. the average gabah yield contained 
more than 10 percent of chalky grains. In 
some villages.it was as much as 22 percent. 

However, in refusing to buy low quality 
rice, the Dologs’ rice purchasing scheme fell 
below target. The Karawang depot up to 
mid-March only bought 290 tons of rice 
against the target of 9.400 tons. Moreover, 
it did not buy an y gabah although the target 
set was 20.300 tons. 

The farmers are not too happy with the 
situation, seeing his unsold paddy piled high 
in their yard waiting for buyers. In fact, one 
farmer says he now misses the middleman. 
" It doesn't matter who buys the rice as long 
as the gabah can be sold at a price that's not 
to low," he said. 


The ubiquitous middlemen have left with 
the emergence of the rural cooperatives as 
the sole purchasing agent. To ease the far- 
mers' plight, the Bulog instructed its depots 
nationwide to buy gabah with a chalky cont- 
ent tolerance level of up to 1 0 percent, effe- 
ctive April 3. 

Bulog. up to the end of March, has bou- 
ght gabah totaling 96.0011 tons. Still, this 
represents a substantial decline from 
1 56.000 tons it bought for the same period 
in 1981. " The amount dropped this year 
because of the quality problem. " Bulog 
chief Bustanil said. 

At the same time, the government has 
promised to increase its extension efforts to 
help farmers produce better quality rice. 
Agriculture Minister Sudarsono Hadisapo- 
etro said one way to minimize the amount of 
chalky grains within the tolerable level is to 
shorten the ripening lime on the rice stem. 
He told reporters this is technically possible 
and farmers will be shown how. Minister 
Sudarsono's word will be put to the lest in 
next vear’s rice harvest. 
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‘Suppressed’ smoking film screened 


Strong link claimed with aspirin, syndrome

. SAN FRANCISCO— An American lelev- 
ls J° n station has screened a pirate copy of an 
1TV anti-smoking documentary which the 
makers of the world’s top-selling ci ga rette 
had tried to suppress forever. 

In 1 969, Philip Morris won an out-of-court 
“perpetual injunction” against Thames Tele- 
vision which should have prevented any fut- 
ure screening anywhere in the world of the 
half-hour film. Death in the West. 

Shown only once in London in 1 976, it was 
an unprecedented indictment of the Ameri- 
can tobacco company's advertising of the 
leading cigarette brand internationally, Mar- 
lboro. The TV commercials showed them — 
as they still do now — model-agency cowboys 
smoking Marlboro rigareites against approp- 
riate Western scenery. 

The suggestion made in 1 976 by Thames 
TV’s director Martin Smith and reporter 
Peter Taylor was that tobacco firms ignored 
scientific evidence of smoking's health dang- 
ers by implying in advertisements that cowb- 
oys living outdoors thrived on smoking. In 
fact, the six real cowboys in terviewd in “Mar- 
lboro Country" by Thames were suffering 
illnesses from smoking. One breathed oxygen 
from bottles strapped on his saddle. Since the 


six were filmed, only one cowboy survives. 

Philip Morris won an injunction in 1976 
from ihe Lord Chancellor of Britain against 
any further screening. Three years later the 
tobacco company enforced a settlement on 
Thames TV which meant that the film, sound 
recording, video tapes, what had been left on 
the cutting room floor, and any other mater- 
ial, whether or not it had appeared on screen 
had to be surrendered to Philip Morris. All 
Thames employes “or their servants" were 
prohibited from making copies. 

“Philip Morris was counting on the fact 
they had all the copies," said Michael Ferr- 
ing. news director of the San Francisco NBC 
station, which showed the documentary for 
the first time in six years. “well.T guess they 
were wrong.” 

The Thames film has become an accident, a 
media item passed around as underground 
documentation criticizing “the system." 

When Kron-TV showed the Thames film it 
was presented almost as defiance of Britain. 
A network announcer said: “we know this 
Thames film was never supposed to be shown 
in America or anywhere else. But we don’t 
feel we are included in any London court 
settlement. We feel this is important joumal-

Dr. Stanton Glantz, associate professor of 
medicine at the University of California, and 
the man who gave the pirate copy of the film 
to the TV network, said: “the suppression of 
the Thames program for six years was outra- 
geous. As big advertisers, Philip Morris used 
their economic clout to crush news which was 
in the public interest. And this is the industry 
spending S6 million advertising a campaign 
on smoking and health with the slogan ‘get 
both sides before you take sides.’ In the Tha- 
mes cast they lost control so they elimina ted 
the other side, and then kept the suppression 
secret."

It offers a five-year 
immunity to Hepatitis B. 

This disease, once called serum or post-transfusion hepatitis, 
strikes from 200-300,000 Americans annually. It causes jaundice, 
nausea, fatigue and liver damage in 56,000 people. Ten thousand get 
sick enough for hospitalization and 100-200 are fatal. 

The vaccine is over 95 percent effective. Unfortunately, though, it 
will not be available for general use until the middle of 1982.

WASHINGTON, (WP) - A Ralph 
Nader-founded health group has charged 
that children continue to be “killed and 
injured” because of Fn *d and l rug 
Administration delays in warning parents 
about a “strong link” between aspirin use and 
Reye Syndrome. 

Dr. Sidney Wolfe of the Health Research 
Group questioned the FDA's “lack of 
urgency" in* responding to a series of 
government-sponsored studies showing that 
children with chicken pox or flu-like illnesses 
who are created with aspirin appear to have 
an increased risk of contracting the life- 
threatening disease. 

The group his petitioned the FDA to 
require that aspirin products be accompanied 
by warning labels and patient information, as 
well as prominently displayed signs in stores 
selling these products. 

An FDA spokesman said that a task force 
there was at work on a review of the available 


medical evidence. “The reason it has token 
the time that it has is that there is a consider- 
able amount of data to be reviewed, but the 
review is being conducted exjjeditinusly.” 

He said the review would be completed 
within a few weeks, adding that “once wc 
complete the review, then we wiO determine 
wbether.any regulatory action is necessary." 

Reye Syndrome is a mysterious ailment 
that sometimes follows viral illnesses, striking 
quickly, with vomiting and fever, and prog- 
ressing to convulsions, coma and death in 
about 20 to 30 percent of the case*. 

Wolfe sent a letter to Rep. John Dingeli, 
D-Mich., chairman of the Committee on 
Energy and Commerce, urging a congres- 
sional investiga'tion of the matter. 

Dingeli issued a statement expressing con- 
cern about the lack of action, saying the 
“public has a right to expect That public 
health problems will be handled with a speed 
that is responsive to the hazartf." 

He called it “intolerable" that the FDA has 


not decided whether to take action six 
months after a Center fur Disease Control 
advisory panel recommended ihai use of the 
drug should be avoided when possible for 
children with chicken pox or presumed cases 
of llu. _ 

That recommendation > was not made 
public until February, when the CDC issued a 
more cautious warning, which stopped short 
of endorsing the advisory panel recommen- 
dation. The CDC simply advised parents and 
physicians of the “possible increased risk.” 

1 left further regulatory action to the FD A/ 
Wolfe charged that the FDA had failed to 
act because of pressure from the aspirin, 
industry. But the FDA spokesman said that 
all decisions had been made independently 
and “not on the basis or industry pressure.” 
Aspirin manufacturers have called the 
reported link between the commonly used 
•drug and Reye Syndrome “misleading and 
unjustified," saying it is a "safe and highly 
effective medication for the reduction of 
fever in children." 


New horizons in nuclear physics 


Scientists detect neutron ‘masses’

LOS ANGELES (LAT) — One of the 
more provocative suggestions to surface in 
the field of physics in recent years — the 
tentative finding in 1980 that the tiny eleme- 
ntary particles known as “neutrinos" might 
actually have a small mass — has now been 
contradicted by a comprehensive experiment 
carried out by an international team of Calif- 
ornia Institute of Technology and European 
physicists. 

Their finding is important because neutri- 
nos with even the smallest, tiniest bit of fluff 
as solid matter would make an appreciable 
difference to understanding of nature. Such 
particles would, for example, account for the 
so-called “missing mass" in- galaxies, the 
mass that would explain why galaxies swing 
so much more ponderously through the sky 
than their visible light suggests they should. 

In other words, if every galaxy has a “halo” 
of invisible, but substantives neutrinos, this 
would make the galaxy heavier and explain 
its elephantine movement. 

More massive galaxies, in turn, could well 
mean a “dosed” universe — one that has 
enough matter in it to someday slow its pres- 
ent head-long expansion and perhaps begin 
to retract. Indeed, all the galaxies might foil 
back inward upon each other in a spectacular 
imposition, or inward blast, which could eit- 
her snuff out the universe or start a new cycle 
of expansion. 

But massless neutrinos, which is the way 
most physicists have regarded these tiny part- 
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The universe would thus remain “open" and 
continue to expand forever, even as every last 
star eventually flickers out and becomes a 
starry cinder. 

The Cal tech- European team could find no 
hint of mass within the range where several 
other American. European and Soviet scient- 
ists, during experiments two years ago, thou- 
ght they had detected some. 

The latest experiment was done at a 
2.800-raegawatt (one megawatt is 1 million 
watts) nuclear reactor — always an excellent 
source of nuetrinos — at Go r aen, Switzerl- 
and, by physicists from called, the technical 
university of Munich in West Germany and 
the Swiss Institute of Nuclear Research. 

The team set up a sensitive neutrino detec- 
tor 121 feet from the reactor core, inside a 
specially constructed 1,000-ton concrete 
bunker. As neutrinos from fissioning uran- 
ium atoms m the reactor shot through the 
detector, an occasional particle crashed into a 
proton and gave rise to two new particles, a 
neutron and a possitron (a positively charged 
electron). 

The detector was a sandwiched array of 
two kinds of sensors, the first designed to 
produce a flash of light whenever a positron 
interacted with the chemicals in the sensor, 
and the second to yield an electrical spike 
whenever a neutron banged into helium 
atoms within the sensor. 

Neutrinos from the reactor, as distinguis- 
hed from those streaking randomly through 
space and passing through the detector, gave 
a characteristic “one-two” signal in the two 
, kinds 

recorded- b y a co mputer. - - •— ~ 


The team, which included Caltech physia 
Prof. Felix Boehm, was looking for the elect- 
ron neutrino, one oF three types of neutrinos 
known to science. (The other types are the 
muon neutrino and the tau neutrino). 

Specifically, the researchers were looking 
to see whether the detector caught as many 
electron neutrinos as theory would indicate. 
To have seen more, or fewer, would have 
meant that the electron neutrinos were chan r 
ging, or oscillating, into other ncurrino types 
during the brief, 121 -foot-long flight from 
reactor to detector — and that could happen 
only if these elementary particles have mass. 

But the actual measurements came so close 
to matching the predicted value of three neu- 
trino interactions per hour. Boehm said, that 
“we didn't see any evidence for oscillations in 
the range that we investigated.” 

That range — population distribution of 
neutrinos, according to the part ides' individ- 
ual energies — overlapped the same range 
where, two years ago. a team of University of 
California, Irvine, physidsts believed they 
had found indications of oscillating neutri- 
nos. 

The experiment does not give the lie to the 
suggestions made by the UC Irvine team, but 
it does impose very stringent boundaries on 
the nature of neutrino oscillations.

Botha backs change 
in whites-only rule 


SPRINGBOK. South Africa. Mav 16 (R) — 
South African Prime Minister P.W. Botha 
has implicitly backed recommendations for 
sweeping changes in the country's whites- 
only political system. 

Addressing a public meeting in this small 
mining town in the northwest of Cape Provi- 
nce Saturday night, Botha said civilization 
would triumph in South Africa only on the 
basis of mutual respect and justice. 

it was Botha's first speech since South Afr- 
ica s senior government advisory body last 
week called for radical changes in the coun- 
try s political system, including granting 
equal political rights to all race groups except 
blacks. Botha said the colored (mixed race) 
people of South Africa had made great econ- 
omic and social progress but still had no polit- 
ical rights. 

He asked how he could justify to the world 
the fact that millions of people did not even 
have control over rhe pavement outside their 
houses. “Why deny other people the opport- 
unity to achieve their full rights and to control 
what is precious ro them?" he added. 

“We must make ourselves free by giving 


toothers in a spirit of justice what we demand 
for ourselves.” Botha said. 

The government's senior advisory body, 
the President’s Council, last week recomme- 
nded that South Africa's 3.4 million coloreds 
and Asians be granted equal political status 
with the country's 4.5 million whites. 

The council called for coloreds and Asians 
to be represented in parliament and, on a 
proportional basis, in the cabinet. But it ruled 
out any place for the 20 million voteless 
blacks in the central government and endor- 
sed the current policy of separate, self- 
governing tribal homelands for blacks. 

The council is a mainly white body with a 
handful of colored and Indian members. Its 
proposals have been sharply criticized on a 
broad political front. 

Botha said in a statement last week that the 
proposals would be studied by the governm- 
ent and provincial congresses of the ruling 
National Party. He said they should not have 
a destabilizing effect and should offer whites 
a sens* of security and permanency, while 
giving other race groups an opportunity to 
realize reasonable expectations. 


1m candidates contesting 

Filipino villagers vote today 


MANILA. May 16 (AFP) — More than a 
million candidates are standing for Monday's 
Philippine village council polls in an electoral 
campaign that has bloodied several provinces 
and already cost about 150 lives. 

The armed forces of rhe Philippines are 
scheduled to go on “red alert” Monday to 
ward off or minimize electoral day violence 
expected to be launched by the New Peoples 
Army (NPA) of the Communist Party of the 
Philippines. 

Last week, chairman Vicente Santiago of 
the watchdog commission on elections 
(Comelec) told the Foreign Correspondents 
Association of the Philippines that half of 
those killed were village captains. Santiago 
said "Communist terrorists" were behind the 
killings and were even putting up their candi- 
dates in a number of barangays or village 
councils in northern and central Philippines. 

A total of 294,000 posts for village chief- 


tains and assistants are vacant in 42.000 
barangays which President Ferdinand Mar- 
cos set up shortly after proclaiming martial 
rule on Sept. 21. 1972. Although the May 17 
elections are non-partisan, candidates iden- 
tified with the government's New Society 
Movement (KBL) party are expected to 
sweep the overwhelming majority of baran- 
gay posts. 

The “grand coalition” of 12 Philippine 
opposition parties has also fielded candidates 
in this low-profile election which bars the 
participation of political parties and limits 
electoral propaganda to small handbills. 

The barangay elections will precede the 
1984 parliamentary elections for the 200- 
man National Assembly and take place 
almost a year after last July's presidential 
elections which President Marcos won hands 
down. 


Taipei rules out talks with Peking 


TAIPEI. May 16 (AFP) — Nationalist 
Chinese President Chiang Ching-kuo has rei- 
terated that there is no possibility of any neg- 
otiation with the Chinese Communists, the 
Central News Agency reported here Sunday. 

His declaration came in the form of an 
instruction to top-ranking officials of the mil- 
itary, the government and the ruling Nationa- 
list Party Saturday, the news agency said. 
*‘We should not have any deal with our 
enemy, nor should we compromise with the 
Communists," the Nationalist president said, 
adding, “the Communists are headed for a 


complete downfall due to economic, political 
and cultural crises." 

The instruction was apparently prompted 
by the three letters which U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan wrote to Peking leaders on 
the Taiwan issue, in which he said that in the 
context of progress toward a peaceful solut- 
ion of the Taiwan problem, there would natu- 
rally be a decrease in the need for arms by 
Taipei. 

U.S. arms sale to Taiwan has been a key 
issue that has caused a deterioration in relati- 
ons between Washington and Peking. 


Romania sacks 3 cabinet officials 


BUCHAREST. Romania. May 16 (AP) — 
Three leading Romanian cabinet officials 
were fired Saturday after a top Communist 
Party meeting found them guilty of violating 
financial laws, Bucharest radio reported. 

A communique issued after the party’s 
executive political committee meeting, said 
Alexandra Margaritescu was dismissed as 
minister secretary of state in the Foreign 
Trade Ministry. Margaritescu also lost his 
post as chief of department of international 
economic cooperation, the radio said. 


It said Enache Sirbu and Emilian Mihaile- 
scu were also removed from their posts as 
deputy ministers in the Agriculture Ministry. 
The announcement did not spell out specific 
charges against the three, but said they viola- 
ted "financial discipline” in connection with 
foreign economic projects. 

Their activities, the radio added, resulted 
in hard currency loses for Romania. Romania 
has been cooperating with a number of deve- 
loping countries in the construction of indust- 
rial and farm projects abroad. 


Abductors free West German girl 


BONN. May 16 (Agencies) — An eight- 
year-old girl has been freed by kidnappers 
five months after she was abducted on her 
way to school, police said Sunday. 

Nina von Gallwitz was released at an aut- 
obahn service area near Solingen. 30 kms 
from the Cologne suburb where she was 
kidnapped last Dec. 1 S, a police spokesman 
said. Nina was reunited with her parents 
shortlv after midnight at the end of what is 
believed to be West Germany's longest kid- 
napping ordeal. Her abductors escaped. 

Deutschlandfunk radio quoted police in 
Cologne as savine her health had stood up 
the ordeal although she was very weak and 
could hardly walk after she was freed. A 
police spokesman refused to confirm the 
report or to comment on the girl's health. 

The Cologne-based Deutschlandfunk 


said the banker's daughter had spent most 
of her capliviry lying down. Several men 
had brought her to the motorway service 
area in the boot of a car and released her 
blindfolded. Service station workers found 
her at a side-door of the restaurant clutch- 
ing a pece of paper bearing her parents’ 
telephone number. 

The parents of Nina paid a ransom of 1 .5 
million deutschmarks (about 5645.000) for 
the release of their daughter, police said 
Sunday. 

In March, after failing to secure the rele- 
ase of their daughter, the parents had asked 
police to call off inquiries, and offered a 
reward of several thousand dollars for any 
help in tracing her. Since then, nothing had 
been reported on the case until Nina was 
found Saturday. 


Thais claim roller coaster record 


BANKOK. May 16 (AFP) — Thirty-nine 
davs and more than a thousand miles ago. two 
youne Thai men set out to break a record — 
on Sunday they climbed wearily off the roller 
coaster that had been temporary home since 

April S. _ 

Mongkol Ngampradit. 30, and Sayam Rav- 
ingthong. 2 1 . had their ups and downs as they 
spent a total of 916 hours on the roller coas- 
ter, traveling just over l ,820 kms on rhe spin- 
dly steel track at Bangkok's magic land amu- 
sement park. . 

Thev started out with a six others, one a 
woman, to break a 218-hour roller coaster 
record set by an American student in Canada 


last year. On April 17. after 21 S hours and 
eight minutes, six of the coasters quit. 

But Mongkol. a physical education instruc- 
tor at the Military Academy, and Sayam, a 
commercial college student here, decided to 
stay on and complete 5.000 rounds on the 
roller coaster, completing their dizzying eff- 
ort Sunday. m t . 

There was also a tangible prizeVor them at 
the end. The two each receded one-eighth of 
the prize money of 50.000 baht (S2.250), put 
up by the amusement park and a local shop. 
A doctor who examined the intrepid pair des- 
cribed them Sunday as “a bit tired, but quite 
fit."

Mexican students free insect captives 


CIUDAD JUAJREZ, Mexico, May 16 
(AP) — Agriculture students demanding 
more money for their school released 15 
million insect larvae Saturday, along with 
the school administrator, who had been 
held captive in his office for five days. 

The students had held the valuable larvae 
at a laboratory in nearby Zaragosa since 
Tuesday, threatening to kill them if federal 
agriculture officials did not provide more 
money to the Hermanos Escobar Agricult- 
ure School. 

The students released the larvae Satur- 
day just after midnight as a goodwill gesture 
but by the release of administrator Rigobe- 
rto Delgado Perez late Saturday morning, 
the students lost their last tramp card fn 
their dispute with the government. 

The protesters — as many as 2,000 took 
part at the height of the protesr — said they 
would continue to demonstrate, but the 
movement was in disarray. 

“The only reason they were keeping me 


here was so that no harm would come to the 
students.’’ Delgado said Saturday. '‘They 
don't want me to be a victim any more nor 
another cause for repression ... It feels good 
to be free.” Some students said they feared 
the Mexican government would act against 
them because they had no hostages. 

At 2:45 a.ra. Saturday, between 500 and 
800 federal police and soldiers ringed the 
school and rowed away seven government 
vehicles the student had captured. No viol- 
ence occurred and the troops left after 15 
minutes. The students had said they would 
bum the vehicles by or on Monday if gover- 
nment officials refused to negotiate. On 
Thursday, the students demolished and 
burned two tracks. 

Local farmers and school alumni had 
asked the students not to kill the inseers 
because it would cost farmers millions of 
dollars. Soldiers armed with automatic 
weapons guarded the insect laboratory' after 
the students left. 


About 1 .200 students met after midnight 
at a captured office in Juarez and decided to 
abandon all of the hostages and buildings 
they controlled, except the school itself. 
Reyes said the students were afraid soldiers 
would intervene. • 

The srudents had taken over the school, 
the lab and a local - agriculture office Tues- 
day.They overran two other downtown agr- 
iculture offices Wednesday, using buses to 
block streets during the siege. 

The students wanted the school board to 
■get the agriculture department to provide 
$4.9 million in cash and farm equipment the 
Mexican Secretary of Agriculture had prom- 
ised the school in March. The students 
began the protest when the money did not 
arrive."- - v.: - T-w-— 

Agriculture officials had refused to nego- 
tiate with the students except to offer about 
$580,000 which they said was all the depar- 
tment could afford. The students rejected 
the offer. <

Mitterrand to reaffirm ties with Africans 


PARIS. May 16 (AFP) — French Presid- 
ent Francois Mitterrand this week makes his 
First visit to sub-Saharan Africa since his elec- 
tion more than a year ago. 

In a week-long tour starting Wednesday 
and taking in the former French colonies of 
Niger. Ivory Coast and Senegal, he will be 
expounding his policy on development aid 
and will seek to calm the fears expressed by 
some Francophone African leaders about 
awakened French interest in English and 
Portuguese -speaking states in the continent. 

His visit — which will include stopovers in 
Algiers on the outward flight and in Nouakc- 
hott, Mauritania, on the return — will reaff- 
irm that France's historic and special ties with 
a number of African states will be maintained 
and fostered by his government. 

Paris has already made it clear that the 
defense pacts made by previous governments 
with six states — Central African Republic: 
Comoros. Djibouti. Gabon. Ivory Coast and 
Senegal — and which include the basing of 
French troops will be scrupulously respected. 

Minister for Cooperation and Developm- 
ent Jean-Pierre Cot, who is responsible for 
French aid to other countries, said recently 
on a trip to Upper Volta that his government 
considered it normal to maintain French mili- 


tary bases in Africa “at the request of . those 
countries which want them.” 

But Cot added that he did not wish the 
current situation to be a permanent one. Fra- 
nce also gives military aid to more than a 
score of African countries. According to Cot. 
the aim is to contribute to “true noualignm- 
eni”, meaning that developing states are not 
forced to choose between the two superpow- 
ers. 

In the field of development aid to the Third 
World, and notably to Africa, it has already 
been announced that France intends to dou- 
ble the proportion of its budget during Mitte- 
rrand’s seven-year term from 0.35 percent of 
gross domestic product to 0.7 percent. 

France is also keen to promote “self- 
development” in the Third World, encourag- 
ing every counrry to improve itself by its own 
efforts. Paris considers that aid must be tailo- 
red to the needs of each state, and is also 
urging support for a stabilization of prices for 
world basic materials to create more fairness 
in North-South relations. 

To this end, France has offered to lead the 
way in setting up a special fund to ensure the ' 
level of world aid to developing countries is 
maintained, or even increased. 

On a recent visit to Cameroon, the French 


economy and finance minister explained that 
the move was prompted by “the very' serious 
problems” posed for the Third World by the 
cut in global aid from the World Bank caused 
by reductions in contributions from Washing- 
ton. 

On the political front. France says that 
problems such as the Western Sahara (where 
Morocco is fighting the nationalist Polisano 
front for control) and Chad (w’here a 
faction-ridden government is struggling aga- 
inst rebels) are African ones and.should be 
left to the Organization of African Unity 
(OAU). No country outside Africa, and 
above all the superpowers, should become 
involved. 

However, France is helping to maintain the 
OAU peacekeeping force in Chad, a former 
French colony, and has backed the governm- 
ent as the best hope for rebuilding the coun- 

uy. . .... 

In the Western Sahara France’s position is 
one of neutrality, but it asserts the right of all 
peoples to self-determination and has allo- 
wed the Polisano to open a bureau in Paris.' 
The French government has also said it is 
available if required to aid the search for a 
peaceful solution to the the conflict (Morocco 
and the Polisario's main backer Algeria are 
also both former French colonies).

WASHINGTON, May 16 (AFP) — Nea- 
rly 20 percent of all adults in the United 
States are “functional'’ illiterates, incapable

Although official statistics claim illiteracy 
has virtually disappeared in the United Sta- 
tes. some 23 million Americans nevertheless 
cannot perform simple tasks requiring the 
most basic of reading and writing skills.

6 Croatians for 
terror campaign 

NEW YORK. May 16 (AP) — A federal 
jury has found six Croatians guilty of plotting 
murders, bombings and extortion against fel- 
low Croatians in a campaign of terror in the 
name of Croatian independence from Yugos- 
lavia. Four other defendants in the three- 
month-long trial in Manhattan federal court 
were acquitted by a jury that deliberated a 
full week before reaching its verdict. 

U.S. district judge Constance Baker Mot- 
ley ordered the six convicted defendants held 
in bail ranging from $300,000 to $1 million 
and set sentencing for June 30. Four of the six 
were found guilty of both racketeering and 
racketeering conspiracy, and could get 20 
years in prison on each charge. They inclu- 
ded. Ante Ljubas. 36. of Chicago: Mile Mar- 
kic, 57, of Skokie, Illinois: Ranko Primoac, 
34. of Los Angeles; and Milan Bagaric. 46. of 
Chicago. 

Found guilty of the conspiracy charge were 
Vinfco Logarusic. 35. of Cleveland, and 
Drago Sudar, 50, of Toronto. Canada. They 
face up to 20 years in jail when sentenced. 
The four men found innocent were And jelko 
Jakic, 36, of Mamaroneck. New' York; Miro 
Biosic. 33, of San Ctemen re, California; Miie 
Bozan, 41 . of Hillsborough, California, and 
Ivan Misetic. 37, oF Ecokie. 

Prosecutors Stuart Baskin and Paul Shech- 
tman charged that the so-called Croatian 
independence movement, known as Orpor, 
actually was a “corrupt organization whose 
chief occupation was arson, extortion, bomb- 
ing and murder.” 

They said the group had “field offices" in 
Los Angeles, northern California. Cleveland. 
New York and Toronto and were also active 
in Scotland, West Germany and Paraguay. 

The government charged the group with 
being responsible for two murders, four uns- 
uccessful murder plots, more than 50 acts of 
extortion, three cases of arson, four arson ■ 
plots and interstate transportation of explosi- 
ves. 

La ubas was described by the prosecutors as 
the “field general" of the terrorist group and 
Markic as the group’s “elder statesman." 
They named Bagaric as the organization's 
“Chicago bombmaker.”

ROME. May 16 (AFP) — Flying home 
from Portugal Saturday, it was clear from the 
Pope’s happy, though tired, face that the suc- 
cess of his visit to that country outweighed an 
attempt on his life there by a disillusioned 
priest. 

“Speak to me in Portuguese, it’s the only 
language I understand now", John Paul U 
joked with newsmen during the flight. The 
knife attack, on the eve of the anniversary of 
the attempt on his life by a Turkish gunman in 
Saint Peter s Square, increased the anxiety of 
the pope's staff, and meant even tighter secu- 
rity arrangements.

He told a 
reporter: “I would call companies and ask if 
the applicants had to fill out forms. If it was 
required, I would pass up the opportunity. 


oscope ftiiriit sometimes takes me two minu- 
tes to get through asentence and by the time I 
get to the end. I’ve forgotten the meaning.” 
The same woman said it had taken her four 
years to pass Her driver’s license. “I knew the 
answers but i couldn't read the questions.

The University of Texas study showed 
there are higher proportions of quasi- 
illiterates among women than men. more 
among the elderly than the young. Their find- 
ings indicated the real problem was one of 
race and income: 56 percent of all Latins and 
44 percent of all blacks could be considered 
functionally illiterate, compared to 23 perc- 
ent among whites. 

Forty percent of adults with annual income 
of less than $5,000 are semi-illiterates comp- 
ared to 8 percent for people earning S 15,000 
a year, the study showed. 


PEKING, May 1 6 (AFP) — A shake-up in 
the Chinese Communist Party's top-level 
administrative machinery was announced 
here Sunday in a move following closely on 
the heels of a major reorganization of the 
government. 

The New China News Agency (NCNA) 
said five of the 12 directors heading the 
party's administrative bodies were replaced. 
Observers said the most important change 
was the departure of Vice Premier Yao Yifin 
as head of the powerful general offuayp fav- 
our of Hu Qiii.The replacement of 'VWYilin. 
probably for technical reasons to avoid an 
accumulation of functions in one man, was 
the only change in the administrative appara- 
tus that had not been previously disclosed. 

The other changes reported by NCNA. 
notably the removal of Hua Guofeng. forme- 
rly China's top leader and now party vice 
chairman, as head of the party's school, had 
already been made public in the Chinese 
press. The 61 -year-old Hua, whom Mao Tse 
tung personally designated his successor beF- 
ore his death ’in 1976, was replaced in the 
school post by Wang Zhen, 74. a member of 
the Politburo. 

Hua has been progressively removed from 
his functions in recent years by the regime nf 
China's current strongman, party vice chair- 
man Deng Xiaoping, losing first the post of 
premier and then party chairman. The Chin- 
ese press reported recently that he was hospi- 
talized without specifying why. But reliable 
sources said he had suffered heart trouble. 

Hu Qili, 52. the new director of the general 
office, whose functions include keeping the 
party’s records, is said to be a dose associate 
of party Chairman Hu Yaobnng. China is in 
the midst of a vast reorganization of its admi- 
nistrative machinery in a move to make its 
bureaucracy more rational and purge eleme- 
nts that arejudged politically untrustworthy. 

A sweeping government reshuffle was pul 
into effect May 4, including a cut in the num- 
berof vice premiersfrom 1 3 to two, the nom- 
ination of 23 new ministers andthe creation 
of a stale economic commission merging sev- 
eral bodies. 

The other changes in the parry administrat- 
ion announced by NCNA were in the propa- 
ganda department where Deng Liqun repla- 
ces Wang Renzhong. the united front work 
department where Politburo member Nula- 
nfu gives way to Yang Jingren. and the inter- 
national liaison department where Qiao Shi 
succeeds Ji Pengfei. 

NCNA also announced the reorganization 
of the management of th c People ’s Daily, the 
party’s organ and the leading newspaper in 
China with a circulation of nearly seven mill- 
ion. The editor mchief Hu Jiwei will he repla- 
ced by his first depot jf. Qiii Chunn. and wilt’ 
move on to become director of the publicat- 
ion. a post that did not previously exist forma- 
lly. NCNA did not specify what would be the 
new responsibilities of Flu. who is close to 
Deng Xiaoping. 

Peking halts news leak 

PEKING. May 16 (AFP) - The Peking 
Review Sunday reiterated the government's 
ban on the dissemination of all news on the 
activities of Chinese leaders not made public 
officially, as authorities appear to be stepping 
up. efforts to plug leaks of “state secrets.” 
The Review restated the policy in a comme- 
ntary on a five-year jail sentence imposed 
recently on a Chinese journalist for supplying 
foreigners with details of last June's plenary 
meeting of the Communist Party central 
committee.

OPEG may opt for price freeze 


PARIS, May 1 6 (AFP) — OPEC ministere 
due to meet in Quito, Ecuador on Thursday, 
can preen themselves on having so far staved 
off a threatened slump in oil prices caused bv 
falling demand. 

But market evolution still remains the big 
question mark for most experts. Drastic pro- 
duction curbs were decided by the 13 memb- 
ers of the Organization of Petroleum Export- 
ing Countries at an emergency meeting in 
Vienna last March and these enabled them to 
halt the slump In the price of crude which had 
accelerated in February particularly on the 
open market. 

Over the past two weeks, spot prices have 
tended to catch up with official OPEC rates. 
In some cases, prices have risen up to S3. 50 
over the rate for British and Norwegian 
North Sea crude had dropped to S3 1 a barrel. 

Observers did not rule out a possible incre- 
. 356 in the price of North Sea oil — a move 
which would ease the situation of other prod- 
ucers of light crude. Nigeria particularly. 

Western oil companies recognize that insp- 
ite of unfavorable market conditions. OPEC 
has succeeded in defending its price structure 
based on the reference price of $34 for a 
barrel of Arabian light Saudi crude. 

OPEC has made if clear that the idea of a 
reduction of its official price is a “dream from 
the past” . But experts said it was probable the 
Quito meeting would opt to maintain its curr- 
ent price freeze. This, allowing for inflation, 
means a slow but steady decline in the real 


price for the consumer. 

But to achieve this result OPEC has had to 
cut back production far below the ceiling of 
$17.5 million barrels a day decided in Vie- 
nna. In March, the output of the 13 OPEC 
members fell to 15.85 million bpd-barely 
more than half the record production of 
1979. For the first time in 20 years, OPEC 
lost its position as the leading supplier of oil in 
the non -Communist world. 

However, according ro the specialist rev- 
iew ■ . Arab OU and Gas, OPEC ’s overall 
production has begun to rise again in recent 
weeks and stood at 16.5 million bpd at the 
beginning of May. 

At present, only four countries are produc- 
ing their full quotas allotted to them at the 
Vienna conference: the United Arab Emira- 
tes. Indonesia, Venezuela and Gabon. Iran, 
which badly needs cash to finance its war 
against Iraq, is turning out several hundred 
thousand barrels a day more than the ceiling 
quota it rejected last March of 1 .2 million bpd 
fixed by OPEC. 

Ecuador now appears to have resolved 
problems encountered in marketing its prod- 
uction. And, the situation of Nigeria — rece- 
ntly subject to a virtual boycott by Western 
oil buyers trying to force down prices — was 
improved by a tour earlier this month of Nig- 
erian oil minister to Arab states who pledged 
substantial financial assistance. 

Nevertheless, market evolution is still a 
dicey bet for the experts. According to the 
International Energy Agency, oil consumpt-

MOSCOW, May 16 (AFP) -

sewing-machine after scouring the Soviet 
capital's major stores. 

Asked to comment on thp shortage, an 
industry official said that ia-.fhe past,- six 
brseveii specialized sewing-machine pro- 
ducing companies had been asked to stop 
production to avoid a glut of machines on 
the market. 


The sources said that the draft package 
would include the following three points: 

1— The supply' of technology should be 
approved as a special exception to the overall 
ban on weapons exports and the government 
will continue to abide by Lhe rules in other 
cases. 

2— When the U.S. requests specific milit- 
ary technology, Japan will ask Washington to 
specify the purpose for which the technology 
will be used and conclude a detailed agree- 
ment in each case. 

3— If the U.S. becomes involved in inter- 
national conflict, agreements previously con- 
cluded will continue to be met, but new con- 
tracts should be handled with extreme care. 

The military technology issue has been 
pending since June last year when the United 
States strongly requested such Supplies. Both 
the foreign ministry and the defense agency 
wanted to share technology on the basis of 
the Japan-U.S. security treaty and exempt it 
from the three rules which include a ban on 
shipments of weapons to Communist coun- 
tries, to nations which the United Nations has 
placed under such an arms embargo and 
countries involved in international disputes, 
the sources said. 

However, the Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry (M1TI) was opposed 
because the “special approval” .will corapli-: 
cate administrative procedures. Under the 
provisional policy, Japan will refuse to 
provide technology applicable to nuclear and 
biochemical weapons, the sources added.

Cooperation and Development (OFCD) 
went down by 6.3 percent in 19S2 and their 
imports from OPEC plummeted by 19.3 per- 
cent. 

Destocking (now running between three 
and four million barrels daily) which acceler- 
ated over the last few months due to high 
interest rates and an expected fall in the price 
of crude, could even off and perhaps be reve- 
rsed toward the end of September, according 
to the IEA. 

But the agency, estimating current West- 
ern demand at 45.4 million bpd, said stocks 
accumulated by OECD members still repres- 
ented some 421 million tous — or 107 day's 
reserves — at April 1. 

In the longer term, if world economic exp- 
ansion takes off again at the end of the year 
and can reach an annual three percent rate by 
1983. demand for OPEC oO would increase 
to 23 million bpd next year from an average 
20 million bpd this year, IEA experts said. 

Stabilization of crude oQ prices should par- 
tly make up for the impact on consumption of 
energy saving and the development of altern- 
ative sources of energy, the EEA said. 

Meanwhile, taking advantage of the resto- 
red but fragile stability of the oil market. 
Japan intends to use the upcoming June 
summit of industrialized nations at Versail- 
les. France, to call for a major conference of 
some 44 countries to reactivate dialogue 
between producers and consumers. 

Nepal’s power 
plant shut down 

KATHMANDU, May 16 (AFP) — A 
SI 20 million hydro-electric project was Sun- 
day reported to have been shut down in this 
Himalayan mountain kingdom for repairs to 
tunnel that is cracked and leaking at several 
.places. 

The closure Saturday will force the state- 
run electric utility to adopt conservation 
measures to make up for a shortfall of power 
during evening peak hours. 

The Kulekhani project, 80 kras (50 miles) 
south of here, was designed and supervized 
by the Japanese firm Nippon Koei Company 
and built by Shambhu Constructions of South 
Korea. 

Nepal has a potential for S3. 000 megawa- 
tts of hydro-power due to its abundant Hima- 
layan water, but the Kulekhani project has 
been designed to depend on the monsoon 
water from the Kulekhani and Simkhola riv- 
ers. The project is expected to be economica- 
lly viable only in its second phase, when facili- 
ties to generate 33,000 kilowatts of power 
will be completed by 1986. 

India exports up 

NEW DELHI. May 16 (AFP)— The Sov- 
iet Union and Eastero.-Europe were India’s - 
best customers last year, official trade statist-’ 
ics showed Friday. 

Sales to the Soviet Union, top buyer of 
Indian goods, came to $1,285 million or 81 
percent more. Sales to East Europe rose 
more than 50 percent to $1,556 million.

Consumerists concerned 

Worthless products abound 



KUALA LUMPUR May 16 (Depthnews) 
— Consumerists have expanded their con- 
cern far appropriateness to include not only 
technology but products as well. 

This growing interest in appropriate pro- 
ducts was highlighted during a recent seminar 
organized by the International Organization 
of Consumers Union (IOCU) in cooperation 
with the International Labor Organization 
(1LO) and the Internationa] Development 
Research Center (IDRC) in Penang, 
Malaysia. 

Participants noted that the market power 
of major producers, many of which are based 
in' industrialized countries, has on account of 
increasing scarcity, resulted in a proliferation 
of wasteful useless and harmful products. 

They suggested that “inappropriate pro- 
ducts should be treated as socio-economic 
problem of phenomenal scale, especially in 
developing countries, where they affect sur- 
vival, safety and indigenous ways of life and 
means of livelihood." 

Problems of inappropriate products and 
technology are closely linked, they added. 
The seminar drew up the considerations 
which consumers can keep in mind in judging 
a product's appropriateness. 

These are basic needs, respect for the indi- 
vidual, economy, cultural values, safety, emp- 
loyment effect, accessibility to the majority of 
consumers, use of local material; harynonizar 
tibn with the e nyirpjament,'ah d.ar»ailabfl 1 ty tif ’ 'i 
complementary goods and services: - 

In less developed countries one of the basic 
issues is the satisfaction of basic needs, par- 
ticipants pointed out It is necessary then in 
such nations to evaluate the suitablityof a 
product on this basis. They agreed that while 


some goods are universally inappropriate, 
“many others are only relatively so — 
depending on the environment in which they 
are used.” The seminar expressed the view 
that consumer groups should be more than a 
remedying force with respect to the problem 
of product inappro p riate ne ss. Consumerists, 
it was agreed, should become actively 
involved in the formulation of product 
policies. Consumer groups were asked to 
consider social and ecological considerations 
when recommending products and services. 

The seminar was informed of “widespread 
organized adulteration of food in India, mal- 
practices of transnational corporations in the 
Philippines, the infant food scandal, social 
and ecological crises that have loomed as a 
result of unsuitable technology and pro- 
ducts...” 


call at rally 
in Brussels 

BRUSSELS, May 16 (R) — Thousands of 
people from all over the world have called on 
governments and international organizations) 
to take action to eliminate poverty and ens- 
ure human rights for all. 

They were assembled here at an anti- 
poverty rally to mark the 25th anniversary of 
the Fourth World Movement, a French- 
based organization which aims to help the 
underprivileged and campaigns on their beh- 
alf. 

Delegates came from some 60 countries, 
including the United States, most West Eur- 
opean countries and a number of developing 
nations. 

Their petition, endorsed by around 10,000 
signatories according to the organizers, den- 
ounced poverty as ‘a basic violation of human 
rights' and demanded education for all child- 
ren. 

Sudan to receive 
%100m U.S. aid 

KHARTOUM, May 16 (R) — The United 
States granted Sudan aid of $100 million to 
buy products and agricultural and industrial 
machinery under an agreement signed here. 

The U.S, ambassador to Sudan, William 
Kontos. and Sudanese Finance Minister Ibr- 
ahim Moment Mansour signed the agreement 
Saturday, the official Sudan News Agency 
(SUNA) reported. 

The agreement provides for the purchase 
of high priority imports for public and private 
sector, SUNA said but gave no further deta- 
ils. 

Sri Lanka plans 
manpower export 

MANAMA. May 16 (AFP) — Sri Lanka is 
planning to send 100,000 workers to the 
Middle East by the end of the year to boost 
foreign currency earnings and reduce its 
unemployment, the Gulf Daily News reported 
Sunday. 

Overseas workers' earnings represented 
Sri Lanka's second largest foreign currency 
income after tea. 


Zaire power project to go on stream 


KOLWEZl, May 16 (AP) — When Zaire 
finally throws the switch June 30 to turn on 
the world's longest direct current power line, 
most of the workers involved in the nine-year 
Inga-Shaba project will have moved away, 
leaving behind millions of dollars in equipm- 
ent and a giant electrical complex with a very 
uncertain future. 

The story of its construction is full of contr- 
oversy, delays and memories of two forced 
evacuations from Kolwezi. 

The project cost overrun is believed to be 
at least two times the original $250 million 
winning construction bid by an American 
firm. And it is not certain who will use the 560 
megawatts of electricity the line is designed to 
carry in its initial stage. There are no branc- 
hes off the 1.200-mile-long (1,900-km) line 
that passes through most of southern Zaire, 
an area plagued by power shortages. 

The 600 Zaireans who worked alongside 
American construction workers acquired 
skills for which there is now little demand. 

The double power line stretches from Inga, 
where the Zaire River tumbles over Horses- 


hoe falls and a series of dams toward the 
Atlantic, to Shaba province in the southeast, 
site of the copper mines that provide 80 perc- 
ent of Zaire’s export earnings. 

. The Inga-Shaba project was conceived by 
the French national electricity firm, Electric- 
ite de France, at the request of Societe Natio- 
nal d*Electricite, its Zairean counterpart, in 
the early 1970s. 

Copper and cobalt prices were high and oil 
prices had not yet quadrupled. Gecamines. 
the national mining company, needed more 
electricity for its ambitious expansion prog- 
ram in Shaba. Since then, however, copper 
prices have plummetted, expansion plans 
have been shelved and both Zaire and Geca- 
mines are strapped for hard currency. 

A Gecamines official at the company's 
quarters in Luburabashi said in an interview 
that at most the mines would now need no 
more than 150 megawatts.

HELSINKI. May 16 (R) — Financial lead- 
ers of the major industrial powers and the 
Third World have been scarcely able lo mask 
deep divisions in a week's talks on the world 
economy, . 

U.S. Treasury Secretary Donald Regan 
spent last week at meetings in Paris and Hels- 
inki defending the United States against wid- 
espread criticism that its hardline economic 
policies aimed at bringing down inflation are 
too severe. 

Regan was in the spotlight both the Orga- 
nization of Economic Cooperation and Deve- 
' lopmem (OECD) in Paris arid the spring dis- 
cussions of the international Monetary Fund 
(IMF) and World Bank here. 

The two meetings served as a springboard 
for .the annual summit of the seven leading 
Communist countries next month in Versail- 
les. finance ministers and central bank gover- 
nors at this week's meetings sought to smooth 
over differences before the summit. 

Third World nations had their last chance 
before the summit to try to influence major 
in d ustrial powers into a change of heart about 
tightening up on foreign aid, but they mana- 
ged to sway their leading sources of financial 
help only slightly. 

World Bank President Tom Clausen said 
the prospects for the poorest developing cou- 
ntries were particularly bleak and warned 
that they would be forced to give up some of 
their previous gains because of the poor eco- 
nomic climate. 

IMF officials estimated that the non-oil 


producing countries would have to raise $200 
billion to cover their balance of payments 
. shortages in 1982 and 1983 in a hostile econ- 
omiccfimate in which private banks are show- 
ing sighs of increasing their defense against 
risks. 

The delegates at the. Paris and Helsinki 
meetings were given slightly different views 
of future economic activity by the OECD, 
which groups the 24 top non-Communist 
economies, and the IMF. Both were gloomy. 

.For all industrial countries, the IMF proje- 
cted; economies would expand by only 0.8 
percent this year, a sharp decline from the 


pre-OPEC days of 1963-72 when average 
annual gains were close to five percent. 

It predicted that the volume of world trade , 
which failed to expand last year for the first 
time since World War n, would only increase 
by about two percent next year. 

It also said industrial countries faced a 
combined current account trade deficit of 
$1 1 billion this year. 

While this was a sharp improvement from 
the record $66.9 billion combined deficit in 
1 980, economists said there are hardly grou- 
nds for great optimism since it largely reflec- 
ted plunging oil prices. 


Bonn cautious over mark rise 


FRANKFURT, May 16 (R) — A stronger 
West German economic performance. -has 
boosted the mark on foreign exchange mark- 
ets recently, but a mood of caution is growing 
here over whether a rising trend can be susta- 
ined. 

The dollar touched a Jow of 2.26 marks 
early this week, after having held steady a 
month ago at above 2.40 marks. The sudden 
fall came as strong West German trade and 
balance of payments figures for the first quar- 
ter of the year coincided with news of a large 
U.S. trade deficit. 

But the mark's rally faltered later in the 
week and it traded Friday at 2.3080 against 
the dollar, partly due to worries that U.S. 
interest rates might not come down as far and 
as fast as most experts have predicted. 


Analysts, however, said they were surpri- 
sed because the German currency had risen 
too far too quickly, and a period of consolida- 
tion was overdue, especially as new experts 
predict a revival of the domestic economy, 
before late this year. 

. Although West Germany has secured a 
degree of independence from interest rate 
competitiveness with , other countries, in parti- 
cular the United States, scope for further cuts 
in rates ro stimulate business here may be 
limited, they said. 

One leading banker, Heinz Biuql, manag- 
ement board chairman of Hessiscbe Landesb- 
ank Gironzentrale, said last week that public 
sector deficits in West Germany were also 
limiting scope for further interest rates cuts. 


Mubarak acts to check the economic slide 


CAIRO, May 1 6 (R) — President Hosni 
Mubarak is putting his political prestige on 
the line as he strives to boost the Egyptian 
economy and ease the crushing poverty of 
much of the population. 

Now that the whole of the Sinai peninsula 
has been returned, the economy is Presid- 
ent Mubarak's most daunting task. Political 
experts believe he must show some results 
soon if he is to keep the popular backing he 
won after the assassination of President 
Anwar Sadat last October. 

Economists agree the problem is getting 
worse. Every year some 1,200,000 babies 
swell the Egyptian population, now stand- 
ing at 44 million, consuming more food 
from shrinking agricultural resources. 

Egypt's building industry produces only 
about 1 30.000 new homes a year, less that a 
sixth of the number needed. Food imports 
cost $2.3 billion last year, more than a quar- 
ter of Egypt' s total import bill. 

On top of this, revenues from Egypt's 
major foreign currency earners, oil, tour- 
ism, the Suez Canal and workers' remittan- 
ces. began levelling off in 1981. • 

Oil revenue for the year totaled $2.7 bill- 
ion. Because of falling world prices Egypt 
had to lower its price three times in the year^ 
a total drop of $10 a®&rSl." r ’7T'?^“. J

percent down on the previous year although 
government officials say there has been 
some improvement this year. Canal reve- 
nue at $800 million was also down as a 
result of exchange rate fluctuations. 

The biggest foreign currency earnings 
came from the $3 billion in remittances 
from Egyptians working abroad. 

An economic conference chaired by Pres- 
ident Mubarak considered the problems in 
February. It decided the task should be tac- 
kled on several fronts by stimulating inves- 
tment, rationalizing imports, revising subsi- 
dies. adjusting exchange rates and maintai- 
ning energy prices. It also decided that a 
major birth control campaign should be 
launched. 

Mubarak has stressed that the open-door 
policy for foreign investment, introduced by 
■ the late President Sadat, will continue. Bur 
be said recently that investment should be 
guided in directions most beneficial to 
Egypt and trade experts believe imports of 
manufactured consumer goods could be 
cut. 

Mubarak, has also called for an urgent 
campaign to solve the overpopulation prob- 
lenKwWo^he^saj^j^rfd cripple Egypt’s 
^OTnomy. c ‘‘EcodonusB' £ay that the more 
population increases, the more productive 


agricultural land if overrun by housing. 

A study by the ministry of land reclamat- 
ion showed that 280.000 hectares of agricu- 
ltural land has been lost during the past 10 
years, about 8.5 percent of the total cultiva- 
ted area in Egypt. 

The study showed that farmers deserted 
the countryside and settled in urban areas 
seeking jobs because of the drop in acreage 
of cultivated land. It said that where as 81 
percent of Egyptians lived in rural areas in 
1 907. only 56 percent did so today and the 
percentage was expected to drop further to 
45 percent by the year 2000. 

The government has planned various 
land reclamation projects. The first involves 
some 120.000 hectares west of Nubaria 
Canal in the western desert and most of the 
work will be done by the armed forces. 

Defense Minister Field Marshal Abdul 
Halim Abughazala said that with the comp- 
letion of this project by 1990. the armed 
forces would be self-sufficient in food and 
have a surplus for the rest of the nation. 

Another 200,000 hectares are to be recla- 
imed ar SaJhia east of the Nile delta. Work 
began last January on the first pan of this 
projectvoovering 22,600 hectares at an est- 
imated cost of 293 million Egyptian pounds 
($337 million). 


OPEC output 
placed at 
1 7 million bpd 

NICOSIA. May 16 (AP) — Increased 
crude oil expons by Iran and Nigeria resulted 
in a probable rise of OPEC production TO 1 7 
million barrels per day, compared to ihe low- 
point of 16 million last month, a Middle Easi 
weekly Oil Review reponed Sunday. 

"This is still a very low level output hv anv 
standards," added that well informed Middle 
East Economic Survey (MEES). 

As a result. OPEC ministers during their 
forthcoming meeting in Quito "will have the 
tricky task of deciding whether or not the 
prospect of increased demand in the third 
quarter would warrant relaxation of their 
present 1 7.5 million barrels per dav output 
ceiling." MEES said. 

The Review said reports reaching it from 
Lagos indicate Nigerian production in May 
will reach or surpass the OPEC ceiling level 
of J .3 million barrels per day. Nigerian prod- 
uction in April was below 9110,000 barrels per 
day, it added. 

Referring to Iran, MEES said although the 
volume of exports" is still shrouded in myst- 
ery, it is nevertheless evident there has been a 
very substantial boost in lifting over the past 
few weeks. 

"The indications are that Iranian oil deliv- 
eries (including shipments lor processing 
abroad to meet domestic requirements for 
refined products) may be climbing toward the 
two million barrels per day figure, which is 
said to be Iran's target “

EEC curbs on Argentina opposed 


PARIS. May 16 (AFP) — Peruvian Prime 
Minister Manuel Uiloa warned here Sunday 
against continuance by the European 
Economic Community (EEC) of sanctions 
against Argentina over the Falklands. The 
sanctions are due to expire Monday. 

"Time is short." Uiloa told Agence 
France-Presse during a stopover in Paris 
while on his way to Brussels for an official 
visit. He arrived from Helsinki, where he 
attended the International Monetary Federa- 
tion (IMF) and world bank meeting. 

“There is grave fatigue and tension in the 
two countries (Argentina and Britain)," he 
said, "and if a peaceful solution is not found, 
the result could be a much bloodier conflict, 
with very serious consequences from the 
political viewpoint. 

"We have in fact taken the initiative of 
asking the EEC not to prolong the sanctions 
that it took a month ago against Argentina." 

He said the affair also involved the United 
States, whose sanctions, like those of the 
EEC, were regarded by the Latin-Araerican 
nations as “unjustified" 

“ I think there is at present an awareness in 
Europe that it should intervene more actively 
in the search for a solution to the Falklands 
conflict," he said. 

LHloa said that, "the Latin American coun- 
tries have been more cautious and much 
more serious in their support of Argentina in 
order to facilitate a peaceful solution than 
have the West European countries in their 
support of Britain." 

"I think,*' he added, "that this (West 
European) altitude has not helped facilitate a 
settlement but that it has, on the contrary, 
had the effect of hardening the British 
attitude.'*

Tanzania set to woo tourists 


DAR ES SALAAM. May In tONS) — 
The hotel waiters were notably polite to Livio 
Ghedin as he ordered his lunch on a terrace 
facing Dar cs Salaam harbor. The bloodless 
revolution he is masterminding in socialist 
Tanzania will have a special significance for 
Ihcm. 

The appointment ol Ghedin. aged 37, as 
director of hold services to the Tanzania 
Tourist Corporation . reflects an urgent 
about-turn by President Julius Nyererc's fin- 
ancially desperate government. 

Tourism w as for long denounced here as an 
infectious carrier of the West’s ‘Coca-Cola 
culture’. Waiting on foreigners was seen as 
demeaning to national pride. But affluent 
holiday-makers are now to be wooed, as the 
bearers of dollar, and other hard currencies. 

Belatedly . the country is gearing up to chal- 
lenge its capitalist neighbor. Kenya, for the 
economic rewardsofthc game parks and Ind- 
ian Ocean beaches. 

In Nyerere's ‘second survival plan', launc- 
hed in January, tourism was convened into a 
high priority. The World Bank has earmar- 
ked a $20 million loan for tourism and $200 
million over 20 years is being sought in Eur- 
ope from Commercial sources. 

Ghedin himself has been sent out by the 
World Bank, which with its strictures on 
some other sectors — notably agriculture — 
is still totally at odds with Tanzania’s socialist 
policies. In tourism there is agreement to be 
strictly elitist. ’We shall not encourage mass 


tourism.’ says Ghedin. ‘We are going for the 
tup of the ntaikel. Unlike Kenya, vve don't 
want more people than animals in the game 
parks.’ 

Bom near Venice. Ghedin made his name 
as an hotelier in Britain. East Africa is new to 
him. hut he is soon adjusting to the realities 

— for instance, the lack of basic necessities 
such as batteries, soap and toothpaste in the 
ordinary Tanzanian shops. ‘Every hotel will 
have a hard currency shop.' he say s. ‘ We exp- 
ect to have the hotels ready for a 5<> percent 
increase in visitors hv ihe autumn.’ 

Tanzania has more wildlife than anywhere 
else in Atrica; the Selous Game Reserve, the 
biggest in the world, has 1 00.000 elephants. 
1 1 can also elaim (he best scenery and the 
continent’s highest mountain, the I9.4(J0fi 
Kilimanjaro. 

But one problem will be to get the hoped- 
for new wave of top-bracket tourists around 
to these delights. Petrol is scarce in Tanzania 
and ihe roads are so rough that mini-buses 
are written off within two years. 

I asked Amant Macha. an executive with 
(he tourist corporation, how the life of the 
mini-buses might be extended. ’We must ask 
the drivers to go slower.' he said. 

Ghedin is more concerned with replacing 
kitchen equipment in neglected game lodges 

— one of which, near Mount Kilimanjaro, 
has 400 beds. Chefs are being sent out from 
Europe. Tanzanian cooks are being trained in 
Malta and accountants in Pakistan.

Smiley dies on Indy track

(325.329). 

Minutes later. Mears, the 1979 Indy 500 
winner, smashed Cogan’s young record. He 
drove three consecutive record laps around 
the 2.5-mile (4.02 km) oval, the third at 
207.612 mph (334.109 kph) becoming the 
record. His four-lap speed of 207.004 mph

The crash, during Smiley s second warm- 
up lap, followed record-setting qualifying 
efforts by 1979 winner Rick Mears and his 
Penske teammate Kevin Cogan. After the 
accident, qualifying for the May 30 race was 
suspended temporarily, while the wreckage 
was cleared and the track surface repaired. 
Paris of Smiley’s car had left big gouges in the 
asphalt. 

Meanwhile, in Portrush, Northern Ireland, 
John Newbold. one of Britain's top motorcy- 
cle racers, died Saturday after crashing dur- 
ing a road race. 

Newbold, 32, crashed on the first lap of the 
annual North West 200 event. He died on the 
same stretch of road as his former teammate 
Tommy Herron, who was killed in crash two 
years ago.

Spain gears up to counter ETA threat 


MADRID, Spain, May 16 (AP) — Spain 
braced itself Saturday for possible terrorism 
following threats from a Basque separatist 
organization, but the brighter picture of the 
1 982 World Soccer Cup, which Spain is host- 
ing, appeared to prevail. 

Spain’s two largest cities, Madrid and Bar- 
celona and the Northern Basque region, rem- 
ained under an armed forces alert following 
an ultimatum by Basque separatists. But the 
Spanish national team put aside thoughts of 
terrorism and boycotts and continued train- 
ing for the World Cup, doe to start here June 
13 and end July 11. 

The armed forces were placed on alert in 
Madrid and Barcelona after a vow Friday by 
the Basque separatist organization ETA to 
“begin military objective,” in northern 
Spain. 

ET A was demanding the withdrawal of all 
national security forces from the troubled 
Basque region by Sunday.

Meanwhile, Michel Hidalgo, trainer of the 
French national soccer team, on Sunday ann- 
ounced the provisional 22-man team he plans 
to take to Spain. 

The players will begin training as a team 
this Wednesday in the Pyrenees mountain 
town of Font-Romeauin an altitude of 2,000 
meters (6,500 feet). Baring accidents or repl- 
acements, the 22 players will represent Fra- 
nce at the World Cup. The definitive official 
French team is to be announced June 6.

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St. Germain records maiden Cup triumph 


PARIS, May 16 (AFP) — In a dramatic 
battle to the finish in one of the longest Cup 
final on record, Paris St. Germain won the 
first trophy in their nine-year history here 
Saturday when they lifted the French Cup 
after a penalty playoff with St. Etienne. 

It was hardly a classic encounter, but it 
lacked nothing in heroism, as Paris took the 
lend, lost it and came back with a goal in 
almost the last minute of extra-time to take 
the game to the first penalty shootout in the 
history* of the competition, which they won 
6-5. 

The match had lasted 3 hours 20 minutes 
and at one stage, as hundreds of over- 
enthusiastic supporters invaded the pitch 
with President Francois Mitterand and his 
main political opponent Jacques Chirac, the 
Mayor of Paris, looking on from the presiden- 
tial box, it became doubtful .whether the final 
would be finished at alL 

France's final World Cup qualifying match 
here against Cyprus last November also 
ended with an invasion by the crowd and 
obviously something will have to be done 
before France stages the European Champi- 
onship in two years. 

. Jt took the police half an hour to clear the 
pitch so the deciding penalties could be 
taken, after each side had scored with all five 
kicks.

He equalized in the 76th minute to ensure 
that the match went into extra-time, and nine 
minutes into the extra period shot St. Etienne 
ahead. Everything pointed to a St. Etienne 
victory, but another French international 
star, Dominique Rocheteau, stole Platini's 
glory by equalizing and sending the match to 
its dramatic conclusion. 

The pitch invasion was good humored but 
somewhat embarrassing for Federation Pres- 
ident Fernand Sastre sitting next to President 
Mitterand. 

Once the pitch had been cleared, the stage 
was set for the first competition of its kind in

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the history of the French Cup, designed to 
alleviate the need for a replay which would 
have interfered with the plans of the national 
squad in their build-up for the World Cup. 

The defeat means St. Etienne, runners-up 
in the league, will play in the UEFA cup next 
season.

Bat if South gets careless 
dining the play he fails in his 
mission — and that's what 
happened to many of the 


declarers who got to seven 

nni nimp ... . 

The first test comes at trick 
one when declarer must win 
the spade lead in dummy with 
the ace. He then cashes the 
queen of spades, discarding 
the ace of hearts! He next 
cashes the K-Q-J of hearts, 
discarding the A-K-Q of dubs! 

When declarer now leads 
the jack of dubs, East follow- 
ing suit with the ten, dummy's 
dubs all become tricks and 
South easily makes the grand 
slam. 

Bat let's suppose declarer 
plays the hand in less spec- 
tacular fashion by winning the 
spade lead with the king, and 
trying to run his diamonds. In 
that case be goes down one. 

South's first five plays are 
certainly unusual, but they il- 
lustrate an important princi- 
ple of card play. When dummy 
appears. South sees that the 
contract is certain unless the 
diamonds are divided 4-0. 

To gnard against this, he 
plays his cards in the manner 
indicated. If the diamonds 
prove to be divided 2-2 or 3-1, 
no harm accrues from his hav- 
ing discarded the ace of hearts 
and A-K-Q of clubs early in the 
play. 

But if, as in the actual case, 
it turns out that the diamonds 
are divided 4-0, South gives 
himself an extra chance by 
hoping that dummy's elute 
may prove useful. The fact 
that East’s ten of clubs falls on 
dummy's jack is merely 
poetic justice.

U.S., Greece reach 
consensus on bases 


ATHENS. May 16 (Agencies) — The 
United States and Greece have reached a 
“consensus of view” on the issue of U.S. 
bases which the seven-month old Greek 
Socialist government wants dismantled. Sec- 
retary of State Alexander Haig said Sunday 
at^the close of a 24-hour visit. 

Before he left. Haig said that no dale had 
been fixed for a resumption of negotiations 
on the future of the four bases: A telecom-

fast in Poland 

WARSAW. May 16 (R) — Sixteen inter- 
ned leaders and advisers of the suspended 
Solidarity trade union have begun a hunger 
strike at the Bialoleka prison near Warsaw, a 
close relative of one of the strikers said. 

He said 16. including veteran dissident and 
Solidarity adviser Jacek Kuron and the 
union's former national spokesman Janusz 
Onyszldewicz, began their protest at the pri- 
son’s section 4 on Thursday, which marked 
five months of martial law. Others among 
more than ISO Solidarity internees in other 
parts of the prison were also believed to have 
joined the indefinite fast, he said. 

The hunger strike, which had been annou- 
nced in advance in underground Solidarity 
bulletins, was called to protest martial law 
and in support of church proposals for a nati- 
onal dialogue and conciliation between soci- 
ety and the authorities. Family members 
were told that regular monthly visits to those 
involved were suspended until the strike was 
over. Jafl authorities were not accepting par- 
cels for them and said the men were under the 
care of doctors. 

Others on the hunger strike included seven 
members or former members of Solidarity’s 
national commission. Among them was 
Karol Modzelewski, one of the brains behind 
the union and the originator of its name. 

About 2,000 persons are being held in int- 
ernment camps and prisons throughout Pol- 
and. The authorities released l.Ot.Hi persons 
at the end of April, when they also eased 
martial law restrictions. 

Pakistan envoys named 

ISLAMABAD. May 16 (AP) - Pakistan 
on Sunday named new ambassadors to the 
United Nations. India. France. China and 
Libya. Sardar Shahnawaz. currently perma- 
nent secretary-general of the Foreign Affairs 
Ministry, was named ambassador to the 
United Nations. Shahnawaz wiJJ be replaced 
by current U.N. envoy Niaz Ahmad Naik. 

Riaz Piracha, permanent foreign secretary, 
was named ambassador to India and Jam- 
sheed K.A. Marker, present ambassador to 
the Soviet Union was named ambassador to 
France. Maqbool Ahmad Bhatti, a carrcr dip- 
lomat, will be ambassador to China, and S.A 
Moid was named ambassador to Libya. 


munications and an air base near Athens and 
a naval and second telecommunications on 
the island of Crete. 

The secretary of state had five hours of 
talks with Prime Minister Andreas Papan- 
dreou in which they arrived at a "positive 
framework for solving long-standing and dif- 
ficult questions, including defense matters 
and improving U.S.-Greek relations, he said. 

Haig said his visit exemplified the impor- 
tance which the United States attached to its 
links with Greece whose role in preservi ng 
peace and stability' on NATO's southern 
flank was "vital.” 

The secretary of state, who went to Turkey 
before coming here, said the Grcek-Turkish 
dispute over part of the Aegean Sea should 
be settled within the NATO framework but 
"on a bilateral basis.” "As a matter of princi- 
ple. the United States rejects any use of force 
to resolve disputes,” he added. 

Commenting on Greece's request for the 
United States to guarantee the Greek- 
Turkish frontier. Haig said this was also a 
problem which should be solved by the two 
countries within NATO. He said letters on 
the subject exchanged by the Greek and U.S. 
governments were still in State Department 
dossiers. 

On Cyprus. Haig said the United States 
favored continued inter-community talks 
under United Nations auspices. Haig did 
not rule out a possible meeting between Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan and Papandreou at 
next month's NATO summit to be held in 
Bonn. But he said that for the present. Presi- 
dent Reagan's only scheduled meeting on 
bilateral matters was with West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 

Papandreou said he is ready to negotiate 
the future of the bases taking into considera- 
tion Greece's national and defense interests. 
In return for the use of the bases, Greece 
wants modern weapons, including a sophisti- 
cated surveillance system to monitor planes 
entering its air space in the Aegean. 

It also wants a U.S. defense commitment 
guaranteeing the eastern Greek border from 
outside attack — an oblique reference to 
Turkey with whom Greece is at odds over 
territorial rights and air space control in the 
Aegean. 

Durban yacht missing 

DURBAN. May 16 (AFP) — Seven young 
South African treasure hunters, two 
Australian crewmen and a New Zealand 
skipper are believed to be missing at sea. The 
Sunday Times reported. Their 20-meter yacht 
Kotahitanga — bound for a reef in the 
Mozambique channel — has not been beard 
or seen for 1 0 days. 

The yacht sailed from Durban May 1 to 
hunt for The Santiago, a ship which sank in 
isy5 on a \oyage from Lisbon to Goa. Port 
authorities at Richards Bay on the north- 
south African coast have launched a search 
after being alerted that the yacht was over- 
due.

Indians firs 


NEW DELHI, May 16 (AFP) — They 
saw dead men in the snow. Snakes hissed on 
their path. Wild horses chased them, wild 
cats ate up their rations, and a month-old 
pup became their constant companion. 

Four men from the Indian Army have 
become the first humans to traverse the 
S.OOO-kilometer route of the great Himala- 
yan range from Gilling, a small hamlet in 
India's Argunachal Pradesh in the east bor- 
dering Tibet, to the desolate Karakoram 
pass in western Ladakh, bordering China. 

“We cannot express in words what we 
saw ... It was fantastic,” said 28-year-old 
Capt. H.S. Kohli. the leader of the team that 
flew in here Thursday night after a 17- 
month journey. 

Flanked by senior Indian military offici- 
als and by their mascot Druk, meaning dra- 
gon in the Bhutanes language, now a 15- 
month-old dog who sat majestically on a 
chair, the four men narrated their tale in the 
wilderness for journalists. 

”We thought we were dead several times 
... Once Cap!. H. Chauhari — a 30-year-old 
bachelor — was completely buried by an 
avalanche,” Capt. Kohli said. The trek.

As they stumbled upon several dead bod- 
ies partially covered by snow, they found 
that some had unluckily trod the same trial 
before them. Capt. Kohli said they noted 
details that might help identify the corpses 
and added: “But for us they would have 
remained unknown, and perhaps unsung.” 
On the second leg of the journey they 
confronted snakes. ” It was difficult to know 
what type of snakes they were but they were 
fairly big 3nd crossed our path several 
times.” CapL Kohli said. He said wild hor- 
ses chased them at the entrance to the dra- 
gon kingdom of Bhutan and their rations 
were once gobbled up by wild cats. “They 
look as ferocious as tigers. He ever, they 
seemed more interested in the food than in 
us.” he added. 

One thing Capt. Kohli said they did not 
see was stone-age people, despite a report 
distributed by an Indian news agency. He 
said they did see a group of scantily clad 
men and women. “They were certainly a 
little rusted. Thev ran away when they saw 


us, but they were not from the stone-age 
era,” he said.' 

Straddling the old silk route to Yarkand, 
as Chinese Turkestan is known, the climb- 
ers skirted Pangong, the world* s largest 
lake, on the Chinese border and then cros- 
sed the snow-dad, 6.050 meter high Pcan- 
gla pass on the first leg of their expedition. 

They found Druk bn the first lef of their 
journey. “When we came out of our tent 
after a night’s sleep, we saw a small dog. It 
was one month old. We gave him chocolate 
and he ate. We packed up and started, the 
dog also started, following us. We agreed 
and kept him in one of our bags,” Capt. 
Kohli said. Druk grew with them and the 
army has decided to adopt him. 

“He will be sent to one of our high altit- 
ude bases... He cannot stay in New Delhi,” 
Capt. Kohli said as Druk, unaware of what 
was going on, blinked at the television lights 
and went on licking the ice slab provided to 
help him face the wilting heat here. 

The team took 70 days to cross the leech- 
infested thick monsoon jungle of Aninachal 
Pradesh. The expedition entered Bhutan on 
March 26 and Sikkim a’ month later. They 


crossed the lndo-Ncpal border last June 19 
at Rotong La (5.545 meters) near the 
world’s third highest peak, Kanchcnjunga, 

From rhere they moved southward to 
cross the Boron glacier and reach the ba* 
camp of the world’s fourth highest peak. 
Makalu. on July 25. They crossed three 
famous and difficult passes — Sherpani at 
7.060 meters, Wesr Co! at 7,156 meters, 
and Amphu Labtsal at 6.060 meters— bef- 
ore reaching the base camp at Mount Ever- 
est. 

The team, with only simple mountaineer- 
ing gear, climbed the 7,750-meter high 
peak on Aug. S last year. After crossing the 
scarcely populated areas of Lahaul and 
Spiti, the team entered the frontier district 
of Ladakh in the state of Jammu and Kash- 
mir in mid-February on the last leg of their 
journey. 

They crossed 4S major passes and 24 gla- 
ciers during the journey. Team members 
used eight pairs of trekking boots and lost 
about 20 percent of their body weight. The 
team included Nepalese-born Nar Bahadur 
Gurung, 35, and Shcrpa Nima Doiji of Dar- 
jeeling in West Bengal state, both expert 
climbers of the Indian Armv. 


Communist China’s flood toll soars to 385 Soviets rule out 

flights to Mars 


HONG KONG. May 16 (AFP) - The 
death toll from widespread river floods now 
sweeping the northwest of Communist 
China's Guangdong province has soared to 
385, according to Chinese media repons 
Sunday. 

Canton radio said that 250 persons were 
killed by the raging waters in the Shaoguang 
and Shaoqing areas. It said 75 persons died in 
Yingde county and the Chinese press said 
another 60 were killed in Qingyuan county. 
Affecting 1.5 million persons and submerg- 


ing 1 15.8yO hectares of cropland, the exten- 
sive floods left 450.000 persons marooned in 
Qingyuan and Yingde, the worst-hit coun- 
ties. the reports said. 

The Chinese Navy sent seven landing craft 
and rubber dinghies to Qingyuan and 
Yingde. now completely submerged, in a joint 
rescue operation which successfully evacu- 
ated most marooned people, the reports said. 
The Chinese Air Force flew 22 sorties to 
airdrop 231.000 pounds of biscuits and a 
large amount of clothing to flood victims in 
the two worst-hit counties, the radio said. 


New Yugoslav cabinet takes office 


BELGRADE. May 16 (AFP) — MUka 
Planinc, 58. became Yugoslavia's first female 
head of government Sunday as the new fed- 
eral executive council took office. The Parli- 
ament also invested Stambolic as head of the 
collective presidency which functions as 
Yugoslavia's “head of state”. 

Mrs. Planinc was the seventh head of gov- 
ernment under the Socialist regime initiated 
by the late President Josip Broz Tiio. She 
succeeds Veselin Djuranovic, who served out 
his full four-year term, and observers said her 
nomination was a continuation of the pre- 
dominance of Communist Party members 
over technocrats as Yugoslav government 
leaders. 

As Djuranovic was leader of the party in 
his home district of Montenegro before head- 
ing the government. Mrs. Planinc led the 
party in Croatia. Also like Djuranovic, she 
was a member of the collective presidency of 


the Communist League (party). But she 
played a much larger role there due to the 
importance of Croatia in the federation and 
the difficult problems caused by Croatia’s 
relationship with Serbia. 

Mrs. Planinc established her reputation in 
Zagreb, the capital of Croatia, as a fierce 
opponent of local “nationalism”', especially 
after the ouster of several Croatian leaders 
following the “nationalist” crisis of 1971. 

The appointment of Lazar Mojsov. as fore- 
ign affairs minister and Stane Dolanc as 
interior minister also showed the influence of 
the party. Mrs. Mojsov headed the Commun- 
ist League from 1 979-80 and then served on 
the party’s collective presidency with Dolanc, 
considered one of the country's most power- 
ful figures. 

Stambolic. 70, the new head of the nation’s 
collective presidency, had been vice presi- 
dent of the body since 1981. He succeeds 
Sergej Kraigher. 


Radio Peking said Sunday that over 30 
kilometers of the roadbed of the major 
Peking-Canton railway had been washed 
away by fioodwaters between Canton and 
Yingde last Wednesday. Train service bet- 
ween Canton and other parts of China has 
been suspended since Thursday. 

The Chinese media made no mention of 
damage in terras of money but Tadio broad- 
casts gave staggering figures of housing dam- 
age. Some 56.000 houses, 31,000 in Sya- 
oguan and another 25.000 in Yingde, had 
collapsed in the deluge while more were 
ruined by the massive flooding. 

Canton authorities had installed 
emergency microwave telecommunications 
to link the provincial capital with Hankow. 
Shaoguan, Yingde and Qingyuan for flood- 
fighting purposes, the radio said. 

Disrupted highways and railways made a 
nightmare of postal service so that tons of 
mail had piled up in the past week. Canton 
authorities mobilized additional vehicles for 
delivery to the rural areas and sent most sur-~ 
face. -mail outside the province by air, the 
broadcast said. 


MOSCOW, May 16 (R1 - The Soviet 
Union has no plans for manned space flights 
to planets like Mars and will concentrate 
instead on developing its orbiting research 
stations, a leader of the space program said 
Sunday. 

Professor Konstantin Feoktistov said in an 
interview with the newspaper Pruvda that 
manned missions to neighbors like Man 
would be pointless unless some evidence had 
been found of basic foFms of life on the sur- 
face. 

Moscow preferred to invest in stations like 
the Sdlyut series, the centerpiece of its cur- 
rent program, because they brought the most 
tangible results, the spacecraft designer said. 

In the future the Soviet Union hoped to have 
giant radio-telescopes operating on »r« space 
- stations as well as workshops produ««^ e mat- 
erials in a pure and gravity- free atmosphere, 
he added. 




Dominican Republic alerts troops 


SANTO DOMINGO. Dominican 
Republic. May 16 (R) — Troops were on 
alert as Dominicans voted Sunday to elect a 
new government which most surveys predict 
will be headed by Salvador Jorge Blanco of 
the ruling Dominican Revolutionary Parry 
(PRD). 

Sen. Jorge Blanco, a liberal, is tipped to win 
47 percent of the vote against 25 percent for 
his nearest challenger, conservative ex- 
President Joaquin Balaguer of the major 
opposition Reformist Party (PR). Troops 
were alerted to counter possible violence 
between supporters of rival political groups. 
Pre-election violence claimed the lives of at 
least nine persons.

1 hurt in Belfast blast 

BELFAST, May 16 (AP) — The wife of a 
former Northern Ireland police chief was 
wounded Sunday in a wave of terrorist bomb 
attacks against police officers* homes, the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary (RUC) reported. 

A spokesman said that May Bradley, 
whose husband Sam retired as assistant chief 
constable of the RUC in 1 976. was badly cut 
when a booby-trap bomb exploded when she 
opened the front door of her south Belfast 
home to collect milk. 

A spokesman said the small device had 
been wired to explode when she opened the 
door. Mrs. Bradley was rushed to hospital 
where her condition was reported to be“sati- 
sfactory.” 

There was no immediate claim of responsi- 
bility for the attack by any of the province’s 
guerrilla organizations. But police sources 
theorized it was the work of the provisional 
Irish Republican Army or its Marxist offsh- 
oot. the Irish National Liberation Army.

•TANGIERS, May 16 (AFP) — Four per- 
sons died when a French tourist plane taking 
part in the second international air rally here 
crashed near Tetouan in northern Morocco, 
sources here said. The cause of the accident, 
which occurred Saturday as the plane entered 
the rally, has not yet been determined.
